Th'- return of Hone Kong to 

British authority again raises 
the Union Jack over a small but 
significant spot which for an 
even hundred years was a center 
of British influence and trade 
along Chinas southeast coast. 

Situated on the south side of 
the great bulge of China, the 
Crown Colony of Hong Kong lies 
within a broad area of internat- 
ional interests, says the National 

Geographic Society. Represented 
in this area are China, the United 
States, Great Britain, France, 
Portugal, and until lately, Japan. 
Patch nt Islands and Mainland 
Hung Rung touches Chinese 
territory and is only 40 miles ac- 
ross the estuary of the Canton 
River from the tiny Portuguese, 
possession of Macau, It is less 
than 400 miles from the formerly 
Jap bel.l island of Formosa (Tai- 
wan); 4".mi miles from Uncle 
Sam's Philippines; 410 miles from 
French Indochina, and l.OtK) miles 
north of British Borneo. Before 

the Japs overran the colony on 

December 25, 1941, Hong Kong, 
together with Corregidor and 
Singapore, was described as the 
third lejr in a tripod of British- 
American power in southeast 
Asia. 

In all, Eipng Kong covers a 
patch of island and mainland ter- 1 
i itory amounting to about .'{'.HI 
square miles. It includes the 11 
mile-long island, Hong Kong, on 
which the capital, Victoria, was 
built; the Kowloon Peninsula; the 
New Territories, and several ad- 
ditional islands. 

The first British foothold in 
this region was secured on Hong 
Kong Island in 1841, during the 
Opium War between China and 

Great Britain. Occupation of the 
island as a naval base and perma- 
nent trading settlement camp 
after centuries of struggle be- 
tween adventurous British tra- 
ders and hostile Chinese author- 
ities, with sideline battles fought 
out from time to time against lo- 
cal pirate bands. In that early, 
now primitive-bounding warfare,

Large-scale cultivation in Bor- 
neo began m the early years of 
the present century, though ex- 
perimental plantings had been 
made much earlier. Rubber grown 
from seeds of Brazilian tree* 
proved superior to other varie- 
ties, and by li'10 — a year in 
which the American automobile 
industry made 187,000 cars and 
trucks — rubber culture was mov- 
ing toward rank a* a leading in- 
dustry. Natives took to the new 
clutivation. but were inclined to 
abandon their tracts when prices 
fell. By 1822 more than nine- 
tenths of the yield was coming 
from plantations. 

Borneo estates producing rub- 
ber were expanded in lame meas- 
ure during the first World War. 
and acreage was steadily added 
through the postwar years until 
1929, a period of fluctuating pri- 
ces. In order to stabilize prices 
and avoid unprofitable surpluses 
growers resorted in 1984 to ex- 
oort quotas determined and regu- 
lated by international agree- 
ments. 

In the 10-year period 1U32-1'.'41 
Borneo's rubber output had its 
ups and downs along with the 
rest of the world's producing 
areas, but the general trend was 
upward. In the period indicated 
the world's rubber yield, including 
Borneo's contribution. climbed 
from 720,000 tors to 1,500,000 
tons. Top t roduceri were the 
states of British Malaya and the 
islands of the Netherlands Indies, 
mainly Java and Sumatra. To- 
gether, these British and Nether- 
lands sources managed to supply 
more than three-fourths of the 
world's an.'.ual d.nund for rub- 
ber. Most of the remaining need 
was satisfied by Thailand. Indo- 
china. Ceylon, and Borneo. Bra- 
zil, once the world's largest 
source of crude rubber, declined 
in importance after the develop- 
ment of large-scale plantation 
culture in the East, and was pro- 
ducing less than one per cent of

Heat of Indian Plain 

On the plain below, the summer 
temperature* at New Delhi, 
winter capital 175 miles to the 
s> uth, rise humidly above 100 de- 
gree.* Fahrenheit. The govern- 
ment is moved each summer to 
keep officials and others from 
getting that heat-inspired, men- 
tal inefficiency locally referred 
to as "Punjab head." On its 
forested elevation. Simla summer 
temperature seldom climbs above 
75 degrees, with a degree sum- 
mer mean. 

Simla's permanent or winter 
population nummrs less than 
20,000, including natives and Eu- 
ropeans; but with the arrival of 
the government personnel and 
others for the five or six summer 
months, this figure jumps to 70,- 
000 residents, spread along the 
various levels of the city's cres- 
cent-shaped site. 

Simla has changed little since 
Kipling wrote there, laying the 
scenes of 'Plain Tales From The 
Hills," and other stories, in the 
region. The city has been des- 
cribed as a mixture of an Indian 
town, English village, Swiss 
hamlet, and Whitehall. 

Social life there at India's 
most fashionable summer resort, 
normally centers in the Governor- 
General's Lodge, a gray stone 
Victorian building of cathedral 
proportions. Plays by the Ama- 
tuer Dramatic Club, and firs 
nights at the little Gaiety Theatre, 
concerts and the gay balls, bring 
and diplo- 
matic representatives in long 
lines of rickshas. Time was when 
ladies vied to possess the smart- 
est ricksha. 

Like other summer resorts, 
Simla is a self sufficient colony 
that amuses itself in peacetime 
with horseback riding, hunting, 
polo, motion pictures, races, lawn 
tennis and bridge. There is no 
cricket in this Englsh-dominated 
city; and the number of golfers is 
somewhat reduced by the twelve- 
mile distance to the golf course, 
and summer rains. 

Prewar Simla's shops were the 
equal of the best in London, and 
ate much the same in architec- 
ture and atmosphere. The natives 
trade at the bazaar, in the center 
of the native colony clinging to 
the hillside. 

Now business dominates the 
days at Simla, war business; and 
the Id-time gaiety and social ele- 
gance has been thru*t somewhat 
into the background, and men in 
uniform give a miltary atmos- 
phere to the summer resort.

TILLAMOOK COUNTY FOREST 
FIRES 

History was repeating itself 
along the crest of the Coast 
Range 50 miles west of Portland, 
Oregon, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society, when fires ram- 
paged over more than half of the 
420 square mile area in north- 
eastern Tillamook County known 
as the Tillamook burn of 1938. 

The i;»4,"> fire, largest of many 
that have been plaguing the vast 
timberlands of the Pacific North- 
west this summer, reached east- 
ward over the crest of the Coast 
Range into a projecting corner of 
Washington County. There it des- 
troyed thousands of acres of green 
timber, stopping just short of the 
logging communities of Glenwood 
and Cochran. At the same time, 
large green areas were burned in 
Tillamook along the Portland- 
Mohler rail line north of the 1933 
burn. 

The old Tillamook burn, des- 
cribed as Oregon's worst since 
coast forests burned around Coos 
Bay in 1808. has been a model of 
timber conservation interest ever 
since 1983, despite its devastation. 
Although 1 1 National Forest 
areas cover almost one-fourth of 
Oregon, none reaches into the big 
corner north and west of Port- 
land, where timberland is largely 
state-owned and worked by pri- 
vate companies. Conservation as 
practiced on the old Tillamook 
burn has been a state-sponsored 
private enterprise. 
New Highway Through Region 

Immediately after the earlier 
fire, lumbermen set about salvag- 
ing timber from the burned re- 
gion. They fought off insect ene- 
mies of fire-killed timber, opened 
railroads and motor truck roads, 
and succeeded in turning out , 
more than one-fourth of the es- 
timated pre-fire board-footage of 
the area. Balsam furs, mountain 
hemlock and spruce covering the 
area included stately giants that 
had stood fop centuries. 

More recently, work on the 
Tillamook burn had turned to 
large-scale planting of seedlings. 
A good start on this program 
was interrupted by the war, and 
plans for postwar deveopment 
sponsored by the state called for 
the investment of millions of dol- 
lars in reforestation. The latest 
fire destroyed newly seeded sect- 
ions. 

The burned area includes the 

headwaters of Wilson River, 
which runs to Tillamook Bay. In 
1041 the new Wilson River high- 
way was completed, providing a 
direct route between Portland 
and Oregon's foremost cheese- 
making town of Tillamook. The 
river bears the name of the set- 
tlor who in 1851 drove the first 
cows into this const area which 
has become the heart of a thriv- 
intr dairy industry. 

The Tillamook burn falls with- 
in one of Oregon's regions of 
heaviest rainfall, averaging 70 to 
100 inches a year. A few dry 
summer days, however, can cre- 
ate conditions for the rapid 
spread id' fire, defying expert 
fire fighters and the most mod- 
ern methods and equipment. 

The burned area is only "0 
miles southeast of Seaside, resort 
cottage town where a Jan subma- 
rine surfaced in mid-1 !»4'2 to give 
the Pacific Coast its only direct 
shelling of the war

OKHOTSK SKA 
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The Okhotsk Sea is the north- 
ernmost of the five large seas 
washing t*K eastern shores of 
Asia. 

About 1.(500 miles from north- 
east to southwest and about 800 
miles wide at its widest, the Ok- 
hotsk Sea is framed by Russian 
a! 1 Japanese territories. This 
land frame is composed of the 
Russian mainland on the west and 
north; Russia's spearlike Kam- 
chatka Peninsula and the curving 
chain of Japan's Chishima (Kur- 
il?) Islands <n the east; Japan's 
big island of Hokkaido on the j 
south; and the fish-shaped Russo- i 
Japanese island of Sakhalin on ' 
the southwest. 

Ports Few and Far Apart 

Despite its extent and its in- 
ternational nature the Okhotsk 
Sea offers few sizable ports. Port 
facilities have been developed at 
th twin towns of Magadan and 
Nagaevo, in the Soviet's Far 
Eastern Region, midway along 
the Sea's northern coast. The 
port is open about four and a 
nab? months a year. About 270 air 
miles west is the port of Okhotsk, 
a radio, telegraph, and postal 
center long a funnel to the inte- 
rior for tea from C^ina. 

Sakhalin has several modern 
ports. Okha and Moskalvo. oil 
outlets near the northern tip, are 
linked by rail. Aleksandrovsk, the 
island's Soviet capital on the west 
coast, is also a shipping center. 
Nikolaevsk, mainland port, lies 
on the Amur River, which has its 
outlet in the Tatarski Strait, be- 
tween Sakhalin and the mainland. 
Kamchatka's most important 
ports are on the peninsula's Paci- 

Whalera and fishing craft ply 
Okhotsk waters in the open sea- 
son. Thirty-four kinds of fish are < 
commercially important. 

Nature has scalloped the coast 
with numerous bays and gulfs. ' 
and broken the Sea's broad ex- 
panse with banks and shoal pat- I 
chts. Western shores, for the 
most part, are flanked with hills 
and mountains, and are lined 
with forests. The bordering shore 
of the Kamchatka Peninsula is a 
low, sandy shelf extending inland 
•JO miles or so to the central spine 
of mountains. 

Windy. Icy and Foggy 

The Okhotsk is a windy sea, 
though gales and storms are rare 
in summer. Spring and summer 
winds blow mainly from the south- 
west. September usually marks 
the transition to northern winds. 
.Strong northwest winds rule from 
the autumn into the spring. Ty- 
phoons, though unusual, are most 
likely to occur in late summer 
and early autumn, and are most 
violent along the Kurilo reaches. 

A belt of ice more than 40 miles 
wide forms along the shores in 
winter, but the central part 
of the Sea remains unfrozen The 
ice begins to thaw in the spring, 
and gradually breaks away from 
the land, drifting out to sea in 
huge masses. By mid-summer the 
greater part of the sea is ice free. 
Surface water temperatures 
range from 50 to ">4 dotrrees Fah- 
tenheit in July and August Sixty 
feet down, readirgs hover around 
the freezing level. 

Thick fog, known in the region 
as "bus", is brought in by south- 
erly winds, and may hang over 
the water for weeks at a time un- 
til broken up by rain. June and 
July are the top months for fogs; 
August is distinguished by the 
thickest. Clearest months are 
September anrl October. Near the 
land tidal currents are strongly 
evident.

OLYMPIA, FIRST HOST TO 
PRESIDENT 

Olympic, capital of Washington 
and first city to be host to the new 
President of the United States, is 
the southernmost port on Paget 
Sound, with a population of about 
l.'.QflO, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. It ii one of the old- 
est settlements in the state. 

From the center of the city ov- 
erlooking the Sound, the residen-

industry made 187,000 cars and 
I trucks — rubber culture was niov- 
j inn toward rank as a leading in-

abandon their tracts when prices 
i fell. By VJ22 more than nine- 
tenth., uf the yield was coming 
from plantations. 

Borneo estates producing rub- I 
her were expanded in large meas- 
ure during the first World War. 
and acreage was steadily added 
! through the postwar years until ; 

1929, a period of fluctuating pri- 1 
, ces. In order to stabilize prices 
and avoid unprofitable surpluses 

growers resorted in 1934 to ex- 
' port quotas determined and regu- 
lated by international agree- 
ments. 

in the 1 0-year period 1932-1941 
Borneo's rubber output had its 
ups and downs along with the 
rest of the world's producing 
areas, but the general trend was 
upward. In the period indicated 
the world's rubber yield, including 
Borneo's contribution, climbed 
from 720.000 tons to 1.500,000 
tons. Top producers were the 
states of British Malaya and the 
islands of the Netherlands Indies, 
mainly Java nnd Sumatra. To- 
gether, these British and Nether- 
lands sources managed to supply 
more than three-fourths of the 
world's annual demand for rub- 
ber. Most «>f the remaining need 
WM satisfied by Thailand. Indo- 
china, Ceylon, and Borneo. Bra- 
zil, once the world's largest 
source <if crude rubber, declined 
in importance after the develop- 
ment of large-scale planta'ion 
culture in the East, and was pro- 
ducing less than one per cent of 
the world's total before the out- 
t.reak of war. Biggest buyer was 
the United States, usually in the 
market for about half the world's 
million-ton crops. 

Present condition of the plan- 
tations in the war zone is a mat- 
ter of guess. Unspoiled trees, ac- 
cording to some estimates, may 
range as high as eight out of ten. 
Trees are numerous, the Japs are 
too busy fighting to cut them 
down, and the trees are too green 
to bum, so runs the reasoning 
looking toward an early resump- 
I tion of production.

America's thousands of volun- 
teer aircraft spotters who per- 
formed countless hours of round- 
the-clock vigil in their home com-

More recently, work on the 
Tillamook burn had turned to 
large-scale planting of seedlings. 
A good start on this program 
was interrupted by the war, and 
plans for postwar deveopment 
sponsored by the state called for 
the investment of millions of dol- 
lars in reforestation. The latest 
fire destroyed newly seeded sect- 
ions. 

The burned area Includes the 
headwaters of Wilson River, 
which runs to Tillamook Ray. In 
1941 the new Wilson River high- 
way was completed, providing a 
direct route between Portland 
and Oregon's foremost cheese- 
making town of Tillamook. The 
river bears the name of the set- 
tler who in 1851 drove the first 
cows into this const area which 
has become the heart of a thriv- 
ing dairy industry. 

The Tillamook burn falls with- 
in one of Oregon'* regions of 
heaviest rainfall, averaging 70 to 
100 inches a year. A few dry 
summer days, however, can cre- 
ate conditions for the rapid 
spread of fire, defying expert 
fire fighters and the most mod- 
ern methods and euu'pment. 

The burned area is only . r )0 
miles southeast of Seaside, resort 
cottage town where a Jan subma- 
rine surfaced in mid-1942 to give 
the Pacific Coast its only direct 
shelling of the War

SCHOOL CREDIT 

For Those in the Armed Service- 
as Recommended by the Super- 
intendent of School- 
March 21. 1945 Continued 

The following" recommendations, 

made by the Superintendent of 
Schools in March 1!U">, and adopt- 
ed by the School Committee at. that 
time, concerning the granting of 
credit toward a diploma to those 
students who have not completed 
their high school course before en- 
tering the armed forces of our 
country have been continued by a 
vote of the School Committee on 
Jan. 7. 1046: 

1. Credit will be granted for ba- 
sic or recruit training as suggest- 
ed in the pamphlet. "Earning Sec- 
ondarv School Credit in the Arm- 
ed Forces," Page 8 (National As- 
sociation of Secondary School Prin- 
cipals of the National Education 
Association, 1941). To be more 
Specific, the amount of credit for 
such basic or recruit training will 
be two units or ten points. 

2. Credit for all special training 
programs will be granted in accord- 
ance with the recommendations 
found ir. "A Guide to the Evalua- 
tion of the Educational Experi- 
ences in the Armed Services" 
(American Council on Education). 

•'!. All subjects studied while off 

duty, having the same or equiva- 
lent requirements a- a high school 
course, will receive full credit pro- 
vided the applicant submits proof 
that ue has passed examinations 
in such subjects by the U.S. Armed 
Forces Institute or an accredit! d 
college. 

4. The requirements of success- 
fully passing at least three years 
of English and of taking a course 
in American History will be faith- 
fully adhered to. 

. r >. When a member of the !'. S. 
armed forces, or one who has been 
honorably discharged, has fulfill- 
ed all requirements, a Utter will 

he sent fo him to that effect. 

6. A Winchester High School di- 
ploma will be awarded at the next 
regular high school graduation in 
June following the date of fulfill 
ment of all requirements. 

The Committee also voted to 
amend their vote of Dec. t, 1911. 
making it to read as follows: (c) 
any senior who is in good stand- 
ing and who is within six weeks 
of being IS when drafted into the 
armed service-; or inducted into 
the armed services as a volunteer, 
between the Christmas recess ami 
the end of the school year, he 
granted his diploma in June at the 
time of his regular graduation.

A chief waterway of Europe 
since the earliest times, the 
Rhine occupies a basin so rich in 
minerals that it naturally became 
one of the world's leading indus- 
tiial areas. Serving industries 
and their workers has been the 
principal role of the river in its 
modern period, says the National 
Geographic Society. Coal, 
ores, grains — all bulk commodi- 
ties seeking Cheap transportation 
-made up tour-fifths of the water- 
borne commerce in prewar years. 
This has been a Rhine trade in 
which both neighboring countries 
and distant nations snared. 

Coal and lignite from German 
fields contributed most of the 
freight. Much of it was used in 
plants along the river, but some 
went to the Netherlands and to 
Belgium by canals. Some reached

It is sep- 
arated from the mainland by the 
Strait of Johore, about three- 
fourths of a mile wide.

When Mr. Bryne gives it as his

judgment. His opinion confirms 
that previously expressed bv Prof.

how* a bearded old .jongleur pick- 
ing the strings of his guitar, a 
listener with a beer stein in his 
bard in the background. 

There is a wealth of atmosphere 
in the portrait, "Rehearsal,"' * 
sympathetically done study of an 
Old musician, tired-looking and not 
too prosperous, clasping his 'cel- 
lo and bow as he gazes wistfully 
into space during a pause between 
numbers. 

Four plates, entitled. "Mendiant 
Italic!!." hold unusual interest 
since they show the development 
of an etching from the first proof 
to the final stage. The effects ob- 
tained by the clever addition of 
mere lines or shading show clearly 
in these studies of an old man, 
seated, enveloped in a cloak and 
holding a stick in one gnarled 
hand. The unkempt beard and hair 
are beautifully done and the list 
less droop of the pose is excel- 
lent. 

An especially fine characrer 
study It "Vigneriion". or wine- 
taster. Every phase and technique 
of the etcher's art comibne in this 
portrait of an elderly man with 
shirt open at the neck, his sensi- 
tive hands hold mg a taster's bowl 
while he wobbles a mouthful of 
wine about before passing his 
judgment on the pressing. 

Departing from the single pe» 
sonallty, "Cafe Montmarte" is a 
sensitively etched study in light- 
and dark, having fine grouping. In 
it are shown a group of artists and 
musicians watching the centra! 
figure, a girl about to begin her 
dance. The whole is dominated bv 
! a huge crucifix which loom's 
through the shadows at the rear of 
. the low vaulted room. The facial 
expressions of the subjects in this 
plate are beautifully delineated. 

A light note is struck in the 
"Chanteur Populaire", a fat and 
jolly minstrel (wangling the 
strings of his guitar before ftis 
song. One senses that it will be no 
psalm tune to which he will give 
throaty utterance. 

Two especially poignant studies 
are those depicting the passion, 
"Crucifix" and "The Mise en Tom- 
beau." The first is a subject which 
has taxed the jKiwers of the great- 
est masters, speaking well for the 
modern Mr. Heintzelman. whose 
study has strength, reverance and 
realism. The physical agony and 
mental anguish of the ChristUI 
show clearly, yet are no* overdone, 
while a hint of iinmortalty derives 
from the dimly seen cross and sha- 
dowy drapery behind and around 
the figure.

A PLEDGE FULFILLED 

The Annual Report to Stockholders of Boston Edison Company for the year 1941, 

issued early in 1942, contains this pledge: 

''Until this war has been brought to a successful conclusion, the interests of our 
country and its allies transcend any and all other interests. Therefore durin* 
this extreme emergency the entire resources of your Company, animate and 
inanimate, must be devoted primarily and unstinting to cooperation with and 
acceleration of the great war effort. In doing this, however, neither inconvenience 
nor sacrifice should be imposed unnecessarily or ruthlessly upon our customers 
employees or stockholders. Then interests must be given every consideration 
consistent with the Company s primary obligation to the country." 



Volumes could be written on t he manner in which Bost on Edison 
Company fulfilled this pledge. During the 44 months of war 
which ended on V J Day, this Company's resources, were 
"devoted primarily and unstintingly" to such cooperation. 
The high quality of Edison's war service is attested by the 
grateful comments of our customers. And meanwhile, the 
principal operating expenses — taxes, wages and fuel — in- 
creased 40 per cent, while revenues increased only 25 per cent. 
The Company absorbed these additional costs without in- 
creasing its basic rates.

This area not only can hold its own in competition with other parts of the country, but it has 
potentialities for more rapid progress — its matchless harbor, its strategic geographical location for air 
transportation, the skill of its workers, the thrift of its citizens, the excellence of its educational opportuni- 
ties, and its many other natural advantages. 

For many years the stockholders of Boston Edison have been investing in that confidence and will con- 
tinue to do so. In the next five years this Company plans to spend $40,000,000 — increasing its generating 
capacity, extending its transmission lines, making alternating current available in direct current districts, 
and in other ways modernizing its facilities and service. Adequate electric service must precede, not 
follow, industrial development. General Motors was able to select a site in Framingham for its new assem- 
bly plant because five years earlier Boston Edison had brought additional power to that area with a new 
110,000-volt transmission line.

Mrs. Dawn Kelley Bartlett, 29, 

f Winchester and Montclair, N. 
. died suddenly on Okinawa last 
nth whil? sei-ving with the 
lerican Red Cross. Her parents. 
. and Mis. Arthur S. Kelley, of 
Mystic Valley Parkway, ha' e 
been informed that her death was 
caused by a complete collapse, the 
result of over-work. 

In the notification of her death, 
Basil O'Conner. national chair- 
man of the American Red Cross, 
wrote. "She endeared hei-eit to 
her co-workers, and her services 
in the Red Cross for her country 
were distinguished by conscien- 
cious performance of duty and 
selfless service on behalf of the 
members of the armed forces. Her 
life closed while engaged in a 
great humanitarian service, ap- 
preciated by her fellow Ameri- 
cans on foreign soil, by the mil- 
itary authorities and by the Ame- 
rican Red Cross.'" 

Military funeral services were 
held on Okinawa. Dec 27. 

Mrs. Bartlett had be n overseas 
in the Pacific area for more than 
a year doing morale and entertain- 
ment work for combat troops. Dur- 
ing the war she was stationed at 
Hickham Field, Oahu, and at oth- 
er military installations in the 
Hawaiian islands. 

With cessation of hostilities, 
she was one a/ seven Red Cross 
workers flown to Okinawa, the 
first group of club girls to land on 
that battle-torn island. Arriving 
immediately after th.' devastating 
1945 typhoon there, the group had 

to start with nothing to build t -

ITALY'S BIGGEST INDl S- 
TK1AL ( ENTERS 

Heading the list of portions of 
Italy recently turned buck to 
Italian administrators by the Al- 
lied Military Government are 
areas which inaki- up most of the 
flaring top of the Italian "boot", 
and include the kingdom's fore- 
most centers of industry, r.oti? a 
National Geographic Society bull- 
etin. 

They are the departments of 
Piedmont, Lombardy and L:>;ur:;t. 
and the Venezia region excepting 
its eastern sector adjacent to Yu- 
goslavia. They include Italy s 
.-hare of the Alps and most of its 
agriculturally and industrially 
fruitful valley of the Po River. 

Each of these four northern 
areas contains a city of top rank 
in the kingdom. On Lomhardy's 
fertile plain stands Milan. Now a 
teeming community of 1,120,000 
people, it is second only to Rome 
in size, as it was in pre-Christian 
times. Its position on Alpine 
routes between inland Europe and 
the port of Genoa, its textile mills 
and sprawling machine plants make 
it Italy's first city in industry, 
commerce, transportation and fi- 
nance.

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The dissolving of the unofficial 
committee of town officers formed 
to consider the proposal to erect a 
suitable athletic plant for the use 
of high school teams seema a wise 
move.

to an emergency, That condition 
obtains throughout the Common- 
wealth and the nation. 

The individual desires of mem- 
bers of this board to aid veterans 
are circumscribed by the power 
to regulate use of land under the 
zoning by-law and to permit va- 
riance in an emergency. So. with 
what sort of emergency should 
this board deal under section 7 
(d)? 

We believe that we are required 
to give individual relief in indivi- 
dual emergencies. We are of the 
opinion we should not apply to in- 
dividual cases the relief which is 
required to he applied on a town- 
wide, state-wide and even nation- 
wide basis. To do so is to attack 
with a toothpick that which re- 
quires a steamshovel. 

It is solely within the province 
of the town to take such steps as 
it deems fit to relax temporarily 
its by-laws to permit additional 
persons to live in single residen- 
ces, to permit the establishments 
of lodging houses, or to take other 
temporary emergency measures.

expresses its gratitude in this 
Public recognition of your patri- 
otic services" 

Signed, Harry S. Truman, Pres- 
ident of the United States.

Unlike the Bank of England, 
however, the Bank of France has 
not gradually withdrawn service 
for individual depositors. While 
carrying on its exclusive duty for 
issuing g-overnment-guarant e e d 
banknotes, it spread its operations 
until in the 1980's it had 18 Paris 
branches, and offices or agents in 
more than 600 communities out- 
ride the capital. 

\wdded Early Pitfalls 

At the banks inception in 1800, 
Napoleon'.* name led all the rest 
in the list of subscribers to the 
Capital stock. Just as in modern 
times the bank's most important 
1 unc: ion has been to offset the 
ravages of expensive wars on the 
nation's 
origina 

act the French Revolution's im- 
pairment of the national flow of 
funds for trade. 

Benefiting from the experience 
of the Bank of England, founded 
lot! years earlier, the canny 
French bankers managed to avoid 
manv of the early pitfalls that 
had bothered their English model. 
In general, their bank enjoyed a 
rather less hazardous existence 
throughout the 114 years preced- 
ing World War I Its power to is- 
sue banknotes was extended on a 
limited basis in 1808 and was 
made national in 1S4S. Extended 
periodically, this power was due 
to expire Din-ember 31, 1045. but 
was recently renewed in the 
course of nationalization. 

In 1812, the Bank of France 
moved into the historic Hotel de 
la Vrilliero, built early in the 17 
century by Francois Mansard of 
Mansard roof fame. Today part 
of the original la Vrilliere man- 
sion is incorporated in the huge 
building and annex northeast of 
the Palais-Royal that is head- 
quarters of the bank 

Gold Stored Underground 

For tourist visitors, the Galerie 
Doree (Gilded Gallery) was the 
bank's one attraction, exhibiting 
the decorators art of the time of 
Louis XIV. Withheld from public 
view was the elaborate under- 
ground strong-room for the na- 
tion's huge gold reserve. It is a 
massive, thick-walled cubicle, cov- 
ering a heavily fortified, two- 
acre area, extending down SO 
feet. Among its defenses is a 
flooding system. 

For many years prior to World 
War i, Paris was the ready 
money center of the world, anil 
the Bank of France was the one 
institution able to arrange such 
cash payments in gold over the 
counter as $40,000,000 for the Pa- 
nama Canal and $20,000,000 for 
the Philippine Islands. 

Shortly before France's sur- 
render to Germany June, 1940; 
however, the bulk of the Bank ot 
France's gold was shipped to the 

United States to keep it from 
falling to the Nazis. The under-

Mules, horses, 
camels, porters and carta crowd 
one another for space. Unveiled 
-\ mien and men wearing clumsy- 
looking European clothes mingle 
with Iranians and Afghans in na- 
tive costume. In the foreign quar- 
ter, the houses are large and 
beautiful with lovely gardens 
surrounding them. 

Tabriz is an important center 
for the dried fruit and rug indus- 
tries. Each year, rugs, fruit, 
leather, silks, skins and tea are 
exported in exchange for manu- 
factured goods. Because of its in- 
dustry Tabriz maintains a branch 
of the Imperial Bank of Irand and 
a local telephone service. A rail- 
road connects Tabriz with the So- 
viet Caucasian system at Dzhulfa 
in Armenia. There are many good 
highways.

The Depart- 
ment is informed that for the 
past few years trouble has been 
experienced with the deteriora- 

■ tion of the quality of the water 
supplied because of the chipping 
off of concrete on the inside near 

j the base of the standpipe. The de- 

i terioration has resulted also in a 

I considerable amount of chipping 
on the outside of the standpipe to 
the extent that some of th» rein- 
forcing bars have been exposed. 

! permitting the water in the 
standpipe to sei'p through the 
weakened concrete in a number of 

: points. 

In the opinion of 
ment, this standpipe 

! conditio!' that it Is 

rupturing, in which 

' siderabl.- population in the Vicini- 
ty of High and Arlington streets 
would be without water. 

The Department recommends 

that to avoid such a possibility you 
.consider the repair or replacement 

of this standpipe without delay 

> or that yon arrange for a supply 
'of water for this section of the 
' town by some other means. In 
1 the opinion of the Department, 
! this situation may.be considered 
of an emergency nature. 

The Department is of the opin- 
[ ion that in thi- matter time is of 
i the essence since the coming win- 
j ter season is likely to considerab- 
ly increase the rate of deteriora- 
tion of the concrete.

On Turkey Hill m Arlington, 
near the Winchester line, there 
has* been erected a new 2,000,000 
gallon tank for the Metropolitan 
District Commission, On making 
Inquiries we found that the Town 
could purchase water from the 

Metropolitan District Commission 
for the West High Se rv ice for $4o 
per million gallons. It now costs 
the Town for • limping and other 
expenses about $00 per million 
gallon>. The saving by purchas- 
ing water from the State would 
t'e about $20 per million gallons, 
besides tile building of a new tank 
which would cost about $30,000. 
Under the new law enacted in 

1945 by the legislature the en- 
trance fee to th>- Metropolitan 
System was done away with if a 
town or city takes its entire wa- 
ter supply from the Metropolitan. 
But, if only a part of the supply 
is taken a small entrance fee. 
based on the valuation of the dis- 
trict served, acts as a service 
charge. 

In the case of Winchester it 
would be $4.o00. We are very for- 



equipment so we may return to our 
old supply if for any reason it 
seems wise. 

We have recently passed B 
through a very dry weather cy- I 
cle and the auxiliary water sup- 
ply more than justified our recom- 
mendations for its installation. We 
now appear to be in a wet cycle. 
The auxiliary plant was shut down 
in February and we do not anti- 
pate having to use it for soms 
time as the reservoirs are very 
full for this time of year and we 
expect that they will overflow in 
the spring, which has not happen- 
ed since 1939. 

We must carry on a program of 
cleaning water n ains some of 
which are very old. In this way 
the present mains will be ade- 
quate for some time and will in- 
crease the supply for fire protec- - 
tion. The Forest street main from 
Highland avenue to the Stoneham 
line was cleaned this summer with 
good results. 

We have been able to replace one 
automobile with a new one. much 
to the advantage of the repair ac- j 
count and the efficiency of the 
department. Others must !).■ re- 
placed as soon as possible. 

Much needed repairs, both j:i- I 
side and outside, were made at the 
Superintendent's house. 

Some new housing developments §j 
have started during the year and 
it now looks as if we would be j 
called upon to supply quite a num- j 
b r of new houses with both water 
and sewer. 

There were no unpaid water bills 
on Dec. 81. A cash' profit of $12,- 
590.61 was made for the year 1:»4">, 
in addition to providing free care 
and water for 64/6 town fire hy- 
drants and water for all '.own 
buildings. 

At the annual Town Meeting in 
March the Town voted to pay a 
bonus to its employees of 23 per 
cent up to $300 for the year. Tin- 
total amount paid to Water and 
Sewer Department employees was 
$4,382.54. This was added compen- 
sation to the regular wages to cov- 
er the increased cost of living. The 
amount was paid out of a special 
appropriation for bonuses and not 
a departmental appropriation. 

Four of our men who joined the 
Army have returned to work suf- 
fering no casualties, for which we 
give thanks. The department has • 
been handicapped for the services 
of these men. We now hope to car- 
ry on in a normal way.

Two weeks ago you had a letter 
in the Star, the burden of which 
was that the country is in bad 
shape and that something should 
be done about it. 

You're darned right something 
should be done. I just finished 
four and a half years in service: 
54 long, long months. 1 make no 
claim to be a "spokesman" for the 
ti. 1., and I don't want to sound 
like a professional veteran, but 
what I have to tell you is my own 
opinion. I'll bet plenty of ex-sol- 
diers feel the same way. 

Th< country's in a mess. W hen 
thv pla 'i. average utizen .finds 
himself if a situation where a 
handful of selfish men C*n deprive 
him of the goods and services 
which are his public right; when 
the plain, average citizen has to 
stand by helplessly while these 
same few selfish men determine 
whether this great, wonderful 
country shall be prosperous or 
broke: when the plain, average cit- 
izen, in whose name this country 
is run. cannot demand and get from 
his government the strong, impar- 
tial leadership that the present 
situation demands— then, by all 
that's holv. the country's in a mess 
and something had better be done. 

There's one way to resolve an in- 
tolerable situation— and that's the 
wav that very few in this country 
waiit: some strong-boy is liable to 
appear and claim to know all the 
answers.

Can he, or his fact-finding boards, 
do what Congress itself is forbid- 
den to do by the Constitution? 

"This is a government of law, 
and not of men . . It must nev- 
er be forgotten that such a gov- 
ernment . . . with all its reach and 
powers must . . stop on th,? hither 
side tif the uncompensated taking 
of private property legally ac- 
quired and held." ( Regan v. Trust 
Company, 164 U. S. 3H2). 

Our government has no legal 
power to tax, or seize profits ir. 
otiler to distribut them to private 
persons. Power, so prostitute.), 
ceases to be taxation and becomes 
plunder. This is not a Robin Hood 
government as long as the Con- 
stitution stand<. 

Anyone can share in corporate 
profits by buying stock. Nothing 

i revents him. Or management and 
men may enter into voluntary pro- 
fit-sharing agreements. There are 
many such. Some have worked 
successfully; others have not. 

In the case of General Motors, 
hawever, there is no profit-sharing 
agreement. The collective bargain- 
ing contract between General Mo- 
tors and the United Auto workers 
calls for no payments whatever 
other than the wages agreed up- 
on, which were the highest in au- 
tomobile history. Nor is it to be 
overlooked that organized labor al- 
ways has been hostile to profit- 
baling agreements. 
There can be no question what- 
ever as to whom profits, if any, be 
long. Unless there is a profit- 
sharing agreement they belong to 
the owners, exclusively, whether 
the owner is the village blacksmith 
oi a partnership, or a corporation 
with its stockholders. That has 
been "the law of the land'' for cen- 
turies. Workers have no more 
light to seize profits, than owners 
have to seize wages. 

The sovereign power of govern- 
ment may be used, of course, to 
tax profits, as income, in order to 
support the government. But the 
United Automobile Workers CIO 
is not the government, nor is it the 
Congress. Not yet! Nor is Mr. 
Truman trying to enrich the treas- 
ury of the United States. He is 
trying to force the distribution of 
profits to employees which are the 
property of General Motors or its 
stockholders. 

If he can do that to the stock- 
holders of General Motors, he can 
take my proj>erty and give it to 
you, or take your property and give 
it to me. He can, with no better 
right, force a thrifty working- 
man who owns his home to tUT! 
over one or more rooms, rent free, 
to anyone Mr. Truman designates. 
He can require wage differentials 
to be abolished, and force all work- 
ers, skilled and unskilled, sober or 
drunk, worker or loafer, to take 
equal pay. as the Russian Commu- 
nists started to do. He can take 
seniority rights from some work- 
ers and give them to others.

He thereupon determine I 
when he returned to America to 
keep bees, in the event of another 
war and a sugar shortage. 

There were no honey bees in 
either the North or South Amer- 
ican continent when Columbus 
landed; however the bee industry 
dates back some 4.000 years. 
There are two kinds of honey 
bees at work for us here, namely, 
the Italian bee, which is the tam- 
est and hardest worker, and the 
German bee, which is big and 
black and has a bad disposition. 
These have been crossed in order 
to obtain qualities of both types. 
Bees are shipped to Mr.

and they immediately go to work 
upon being placed in their hives. 
A good hive produces about 100 
pounds of honey a year. Bees 
hatch out five or six days after 
the eggs are laid, and it is poss- 
ible to start with 10.000 bees and 
increase them to 100,000. They 
are sluggish in winter, coming out 
just once during the season. 

The beehive is one of the best 
communities in the world, for 
there is co-operation in every di- 
rection. The queen is the "boss." 
Some queens are smart, others 
are lazy, some may be orderly, 
and so on. If a queen is not satis- 
factory, she is ousted; another 
can easily be purchased to replace 
her. She divides the colonv into 
many groups, each irroup having 
its own specific work to do. Some 
supervise traffic, others keep the 
hive clean and orderly, and there 
is the "medical board" which at- 
tends to the health and well being 
of the bees. There is also a guard 
which stands at the entrance of 
the hive and who will pounce on 
any undesirable intruder. They 
are afraid of nothing, except 
thunder and fire, and will fight 
anything that attacks or tries to 
penetrate the hive. There are a 
few hundred drones; the others 
are workers or neuters, and they 
must work to live. 

A bee has a keen sense of di- 
rection. He can find his way 
home at a distance of five miles 
from the hive; ami he always 
recognizes his own hive. But this 
sense disappears in about 24 hours. 
After moving a hive it is wise to 
close it up for 48 hours, to pre- 
vent the bees from returning to 
their previous location. Honey 
may be obtained within a radius 
of several miles from the hive.

"Social Implications of Recent 
Developments in the Field of Sci- 
ence" was the subject of an ad- 
dress to the Men's Club of the 
First Congregational Church on 
Thursday evening. Jan. IT. 

The speaker was Dr. N'orbert 
Wiener, Professor of Mathematics 
at Mass. Institute of Technology, 
and one of our foremost mathema- 
ticians. He has wot kcd with oth- 
er leading scientists in his own and 
allied fields on problems of vita! 
importance to the Army and Na- 
vy during the war. 

Dr. Wiener reviewed the scien- 
tific developments which led to the 
Industrial Revolution and the 
changes in life conditions for all 
resulting from it. From the mid- 
dle of the past century up to the 
present time, he . aid, the trend has 
been to reduce more and more of 
the problems of coping with our 
material environment to auto- 
matic mechanical processes. As 
examples of the degree to which 
automata have been perfected, he 
explained the amazing feats of 
modern calculating machines and 
fire control mechanisms of air- 
planes. These, it seems, are not 
only able to perform routine pro- 
cesses, but can also meet fore- 
seen emergencies as they arise, 
and cope with them with a pre- 
cision impossible by human con- 
trol. 

l>r. Wiener believes that, aside 
from its destructiveness, atomic 
energy has great potentialities 
for the benefit of society, but 
that these will come largely 
through centralized production 
rather than through general use. 

Probable results to society 
from recent scientific develop- 
ments were discussed by the 
speaker, particularly changes in 
industrial production ami em- 
ployment which seem inevitable, 
and present many problems of re- 
adjustment. 

Following his address, Dr. Wie- 
ner answered many questions 
asked by the group.

Known affectionately as 
"Sully" his influence went far be- 
yond the confines of Harvard in 
the intercollegiate field, his sports- 
manship and love of fair play win- 
ning him a place high in the es- 
tetm of college and ftchool players 
throughout New England. 

Mr. Sullivan broke into newspa- 
per work under Gen. Charles H. 
Taylor, who began the building of 
the Globe more than 70 years 
ago. He received valuable train- 
ing under General Taylor and 
was considered one of the most 
thorough, judicious and brilliant 
editors in the country. He be- 
came ports editor in 1SK4, as- 
sistant city editor in 1889, and the 
same year became city editor, a 
post he held for !i7 years. He suc- 
ceeded A. A. Fowle a« managing 
editor in 1926, continuing until 
his resignation. 

Mr. Suiiivan saw an almost com- 
plete revolution in the technique 
and character of newspaper work 
during his (50 years on the (ilobe. 
He was alive to. and progressed 
with the mechanical improvements. 
He never got excited or lost his 
temper. He was resourceful and to 
borrow a newspaper phrase, could 

"smell" news. Addeil to this was 
his sound judgment and the ability 
to pick the right men for anv emer- 
gency. He had tact, was able to 
avoid trouble, and always sought to 
present news fairly. In a political 
campaign he wanted both sides 
treated alike.

GIRL SCOUTS 



The following report from 
Troop 4 gives a glimpse of the 
varied interests of the Girl Scouts. 
The instruction in flower ar- 
rangement speaks for itself, but 
for those who have not heard 
about "friendship bags'* it might 
be well to explain that this is one 
phase of the program for inter- 
national citizenship. Each troop 
is providing, for Scouts of some 
particular country bags contain- 
ing items we consider necessities 
and rather take for granted. 
These articles, however, such as 
needles, thread, toothpaste, games 
are true luxuries to the girls m 
Europe and it is anticipated that 
much friendly correspondence 
will result.

1946, we had as a guest Mrs. 
Crockett, who came to show us 
how to arrange flowers. She told 
us that you should always have a 
background and that the back- 
ground should be bigger than the 
flowers. Mrs. Crockett also said 
that the arrangement should bo 
about once anil a half the size of 
your container. She showed us 
how to arrange flowers for a sick 
persoft's tray, a centerpiece when 
people would be sitting all around 
it. and she showed us how to 
make a centerpiece if it was up 
against a wall. After Mrs. Croc- 
kett had showed us these things, 
the troop divided up into groups 
of two girls each. Each group was 
supposed to make an arrangement 
themselves. Afterwards Mrs. 
Crockett came around to correct 
us and see if the arragements 
were all right. 

About three girls of Troop 4 
have finished their friendship 
bags to go to Poland and the oth- 
ers are working on them at home.

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Beaut} Became Diplomatic 

At Trabzon in 400 B. C. ended 
the five-months, "Retreat of the 
Ten Thousand/' after the Battle 
of Cunaxa, near Baghdad. Xen- 
ophon, the Greek historian, turned 
military leader on this occasion to 
conduct the troops, in retreat fol- 
lowing the death of Cyrus, across 
Armenia and the mountains. 

Their line of march from Baby- 
lon through hostile country cov- 
ered old caravan routes still in 
use. Even in the present century, 
before the advent of the railway, 
as many as 50,000 camels a year 
passed through Krzurum taking 
Persian goods to the port of Trab- 
zon. Trucks now carry merchan- 
dise over a 400-mile road from 
Tabriz. Iran (Persia), through 
Erzurum to Trabzon. 

The Empire of Trebizond was 
founded in the 13th century by 
Alexius Comnenus and prosner d 
for 260 years. The beauty of the 
w utter) of the royal family 
proved a diplomatic factor. Their 
marriages became international 
ties to stregthen the position of 
the ComnenTan Court, famed for 
its magnificence and culture. 
After many sieges, Trabzon 
yielded finally 'o Mohammed II in 
1461. 

With the coming of the Turks, 
many of the ancient Christian 
churches were converted into 
mosques. In the hills south of 
Trabzon is a large cave that 
housed a shrine to "Mother Mary" 
which was visited every August 
by Greeks. Despite their different 
religious beliefs, Turkish women 
flocked to implore intercession 
against fever and ills, even 
against locusts.

South of Trabzon. at the foot of 
the Small Anadolu Mountains, is 
Gumusane (Gumush Khaneh), the 

Silver City, visited by Marco Polo 
when it was famed for its silver 
and lead mines. The mountains 
rise to 11.000 feet and more. To 
the southwest is Sivas. on the 
railway that runs east from An- 
kara through Krzurum to connect 
with the Soviet rail system. Sivas 
is noted for its rug ami cement 
factories. 

Sivas and Frzumm each had 
33,000 resilient s before World 
War II. Krzurum is rapidly be- 
coming a modern city, with a 
swank officers' club, little the- 
atre, motion picture house, libra-* 
ry, high school, and a new post 
ami telegraph office building. 
There excavations for a new hotel 
penetrated an old Roman sewer 
which was found to be still servi- 
ceable.

Three lis Offered by Nature 

Back of the ban on pleasure 
ears was the concern of many res- 
idents to assure continuance of 
the traditional peace and quiet 
and the slow tempo of life that, 
along with the climate, consti- 
tutes the distinctive appeal to 
tourists. Bermuda early recog- 
nized the worth of the three R's 
freely offered by Nature — rest, 
relaxation and recreation.

MR. QUINN APPR \ISES 
SCHOOL SI R\ I I 

Former Superintendent Critical of 
Fowlkea Finding 

James J. Quinn. superintendent 
of Winchester schools from 192'i 
until his resignation in 1945, has 
published a 55 page pamphlet in 
which he analyzes the survey of 
the town's school system made by 
Dr. John Guy Fowlkes. acting 
dean of the School of Education at 
the University of Wisconsin, and 
his staff. In the fall of 1944. 

Mr. Quinn finds little in the 
Fowlkes survey about which to en- 
thuse. Many of the inferenc s 
drawn from the survey he finds 
confusing in view of the factual 
evidence as supplied in the testing 
of the surveyors, while he also 
makes much of the fact that the 
testing, "blitz-testing" as he terms 
it. was done in the fall at the con- 
clusion of the long summer recess, 
during which the memory of schol- 
ars for academic subjects can be 
materially dulled. 

First of all. Mr. Quinn seems 
to feel that the survey was hos- 
tile to his administration and en- 
tered upon its task in a prejudi- 
cial spirit. He finds that the man 
selected to make the survey was 
the choice of two member- Of the 
School Committee, hostile to Mr. 
Quinn, and thai these two forced 
their choice upon the majority of 
the Committee. He quotes the Di- 
rector of the Survey as saying to 
him in a s. mi-inquiring tone, "You 
did not want me to direct thi- Sur- 
vey." In this spirit he find.; the 
schools were "in a certain ^ense 
pre-judged before the survey was 
mad.'." 

The body of the pamphlet is de- 
voted to a detailed examination of 
the findings of the survey. In his 
analysis Mr. Quinn seems to feel 
that many of the findings support 
the statement that Winchester's 
schools were doing a good job and 
that in most instances the pupils 
tested rather above the education- 
al norms than below them. Al- 
though he admits improvement can 
be mad" in spots, he generally 
seems of the opinion that practi- 
cally all of the critical inferences 
drawn as a result of the survey 
either lack the support of facts as 
established by the surveyors' tests 
or are inconclusive as applied to 
school conditions in Winchester. 
He is pleased to note that the sur 
vey recognizes the Competency of 
the professional school staff, and 
points, out that hi< "indefatigable 
endeavor" to build such a staff and 
his professional meetings with his 
colleagues attest the strength of 
his leadership-. 

Mi. Quinn's concluding state- 
ments and summnrv ouaa with the 
following, which we quote: "This 
Survey, the report of which the 
Superintendent has been apprais-

In keeping with National Race 
Relations Sunday, which is Feb.

He will trace the early 
beginnings of antagonism against 
the Jewish race and state some of 
the causes leading up to it. also 
tlie present-day phases of it, and 
the forces at work in keeping it 
alive in American life.

The regular Winter meeting of 
the Winchester Historical Society 
was held on Sat. Feb. 2 at 2:30 p. 
m. at the Library. The president 
Miss Clara Russell presided and 
after a short business meeting, 
during; which she expressed regret 
that there were not more present, 
introduced the speaker Rev Wol- 
cott Cutler who gave a most in- 
teresting illustrated lecture on 
Historic Charlestown. 

Mr. Cutler's pictures showed 
the development of Charlestown 
from the coming of white people 
to the^e shores, with old maps and 
artists' picture of the harbor in 
the vicinity of Charlestown and 
Boston, and historians' concption 
of Beacon Hill which was made up 
of three hills. 

These were followed with view 
of cuts showing the early ships 
coming here. The early artists pic- 
tures of Bunker Hill, cuts of the 
battle of Bunker Hill and later the 
construction of Bunker Hil monu- 
ment, and early artists conception 
of the monument. 

The pictures of the early brid- 
ges from Charlestown to Boston 
were very interesting, also the 
early ferries which appeared to 
be only small boats. 

The pictures also showed the 
houses that followed this period 
and some of the doorways and in- 
teriors of these houses and chru- 
ches. It was some eight years 
after the battle of Bunker Hill be- 
fore people went back there to 
live. 

Mr. Cutler's final pictures 
showed some colored garden 
scenes and the familiar fountain 
at Sullivan Square. 

The Society was pleased to ac- 
knowledge a cut and program of 
the laying of the corner stone or 
Bunker Hill monument in 1825, 
received from Miss Louise Mitc- 
hell, which was of considerable in- 
terest at this time and of value. 

The meeting adjourned from the 
hall upstairs to the new rooms of 
the Historical Society on the low- 
er floor of the Library which of- 
fer much more floor space and 
better opportunity for the articles 
in the cases, which has been made 
possible by the Library Trustee.

Mr. Waugh, called on next, is 
now director of industrial rela- 
tions for the Electric Boat Com- 
pany of Groton, Conn. He came 
to 'Winchester to pay his own 
tribute to Mr. Pike and to inform 
the gathering that one needs to 
leave Winchester to get a true ap- 
preciation of the tewn's -worth. 

Continuing, he referred to the 
late Selectman Henry J. Maguire, 
whom he characterized as one of 
the most able business men to fill 
the office during his connection 
with town affairs. Mr. Maguire he 
said, often stated that it would 
be impossible for the town ade- 
quately to compensate Mr. Pike 
for his advice and counsel. 

Mr. Fisher, past president of 
the Massachusetts Town Counsel- 
lors and Solicitors Association, 
was the last of the speakers 
called upon. He prefaced his re- 
marks with the statement that 
members of his organization look 
to Winchester as a model of mu- 
nicipal efficiency, and added that 
Counsellors and Sollicitors 
throughout the state have looked 
up to Mr. Pike as the last word 
on political law. Mr. Pike, said 
Mr. Fisher, represents an epoch, 
or era, which is fast passing out 
of existence, an era in which pub- 
lic servants stand on principal 
rather than expediency, T h e 
speaker closed by stating that Mr. 
Pike has been an inspiration to so- 
llictors throughout the State. 

Spontaneous remarks were con- 
tributed by Joseph L. S. Barton of 
the Board of Cemetery Commis- 
sioners, Danforth Coniihs, former 
town officer now living in Con- 
cord and Frank E. Rowe, secreta- 
ry of the Planning Board, the lat- 
ter getting a laugh when he an- 
nounced he was not rising to move 
adjournment. 

Mr. Bonnell presented the meet- 
ing's gift to Mr. Pike, two hand- 
some pieces of matched leather 
luggage. 

Deeply affected by the gift and 
tributes paid him, Mr. Pike ad- 
mitted he was overcome and com- 
pletely bewildered. He had ex- 
pected nothing like the honors 
shown him. and although he was 
human enough to admit he liked it 
he couldn't, for the depth of his 
emotion, say what he wanted to 
about it all. Perhaps he could not 
anyhow, he said, for he pretends 
to no skill at making speeches. 

Giving the lie to this statement, 
he most effectively thanked the 
Hoard of Selectmen and all others 
who in any way had aided in mak- 
ing the party so pleasant. 

Continuing, he touched briefly 
upon some of the highlights in 
municipal affairs during the past 
L'."> vears and closed with a tribute 
to Winchester's town officers and 
the civic-mindedness of the inha- 
bitants of the town. 

The civic-mindedness he char- 
acterized as the -Winchester Tra- 
dition," a fine intelligent civic 
spirit manifesting itself in unself- 
ish service in the community's be- 
half, a service which has made 
and will make for prudent and ef- 
ficient town government. 

Calling upon all to carry on this 
tradition, he spoke of his own 
pleasure in having had a part in 
Winchester affairs for the past 41) 
years, 2o of them as town coun- 
sel. He could think of no post he 
could have filled that would have 
given him more pleasure and satis- 
faction than being town counsel in 
Winchester for the past 2"> years. 

In closing, Mr. Pike, with deep 
feeling, spoke of the great reward 
which has come to him through 
his public sen-ice in the splendid 
friendships he has formed with 
the fine public spirited men who 
have served the town durine his 
incumbency, men who have inva- 
riably shown him the utmost in 
courtesy, respect and considera- 
tion.

ing, cost over $10,000. It was a 
survey of a public school system 
with a pupil enrollment of about 
2500. The Town was entitled to 
something much b:-tter for this 
expenditure than it received. The 
blighting spirit which has charac- 
terized the direction and much of 
the Survey, has withered our hopes 
and impaired our morale. The in- 
consistencies and contradictions so 
characteristic of the typewritten 
n port (given early to School Com- 
mittee members only) were not 
wholly eliminated from the printed 
report; . . • The haste with which 
the Survey was made is reflected 
in the poorly organized and poorly 
written report. The basing of con- 
clusions on incorrect assumption, 
especially in the field of subject 
testing, has vitiated much of a 
large section of the Survey Re- 
port . . . Enough money was ap- 
propriated to include a survey of 
school building needs. Any one of 
a half dozen educators in the Ea<t 
would have given a more accurate, 
more constructive, more complete 
and fairer survey than we have re- 
ceived. Any one of these also 
would have given a survey per- 
meated with an understanding 
-I lit. All this could have been had 
at less cost. The Survey Report is 
a distinct disappointment to the 
Superintendent and to many edu- 
cators who have had the persis- 
tence to read all of it. As one 
competent educator said, who is 
interested in the appraisal of 
school systems: "It is a new low in 
surveys. 

"The Superintendent deplores 
this exceedingly. He had expecta- 
tions that a survey costing in ex- 
cess of $10,000 would appraise 
adequately the many good things 
in our schools so that these might 
be capitalized fOT encouragement 
and advancement. This would 
have given a lift and buoyancy to 
our staff and to our citizens. He 
had expectations also that mat- 
it rs needing correction would be 
fairly pointed out and that many 
more helpful, detailed, construc- 
tive suggestions would follow. 

"The Superintendent had expect- 
ed furthermore that the Survey 
Report would be of such quality 
that it would be helpful in other 
school systems; this it will not be. 
One Superintendent, after reading 
it, asked for several copies to show 
his teachers "what a survey should 
not be." 

With refer nee to members of 
the School Committee Mr. Quinn 
teel> that they are laymen and 
should not be expected to know the 
professional aspects of an educa- 
tional system. In this connection 
he writes: 

"There has been too much se- 
cret dealing with criticism on the* 
pari of the pi t sent School Com- 
mittee. The Superintendent and 

Staff should know more specifi- 
cally and openly from whom the 
criticism comes. 

In another section of his ap- 
praisal Mr. Quinn finds that the 
^ resent School Committee has fre- 
quently distressed from the basic 

principals of good school commit- 
tee deportment. He says: "Spe- 
cial committees have been ap- 
pointed too frequently, to be sure 
not standing committees, which 
have voted very much as standing 
committees. They have usurped the 
Superintendent's functions, d alt 
directly with numbers of the 
staff, "ignored him in considering 
several questions on which he at 
least should be heard, and hav \ 
by going over his head, weakened 
his position of leadership." 

Mr. Quinn found no justice done 
this in the School Survey, and says 
further: "The committee should 
not be ashamed to acknowledge 
that they are lay people. They 
should not be expected to know 
the professional aspects Of an edu- 
cational system; to pretend or 
think they know has heen one of 
the weaknesses of the present com- 
mittee." 

Mr. (Juinn's appraisal is quite 
outspoken. Some of its characteri- 
zing words and phrases are "Two 
pages not worth discussing"— "In- 
adequate and unfair appraisal"— 
-more irritating than enlighten- 
ing"— "fallacy" - "erroneous ap- 
praisal"— "usual disparaging state- 
ment"— "contradictions" — "high- 
handed school committee actions" — 
"undemocratic procedure of the 
school committee, a lay group, 
must be condemned severely"— 
"Survey Report, in conformity 
with much of its blighted spirit"— 
"trivia in parts of the report — 
"so many statement* in the Survey 
Report which are not true and 
which are most unfair to the Su- 
perintendent that the Superinten- 
dent (iocs not intend to waste his 
time and money in wringing many 
of them out of the Survey Re- 
port"— "long-winded chapter on 
School Committee Structure . . 

While names are studiously 
avoided Mr. Quinn dots make spe- 
cific reference to a "lawyer" and 
"pediatrician" on the School Com- 
mittee, and since there is only one 
of each on the committee their 
identity is not too difficult to de- 
duce.

An enthusiastic membership at- 
tended the February meeting: of 
the Winchester Art Association 
Tuesday evening in the Public Li- 
brary to hear Prof. Lyle K. Bush 
speak on, "F'aintinR: Retrospect 
and Reconversion," and to see the 
unusual exhibit of Old Masters, 
loaned by the Museum of Fine 
Arts and the Fog-p- Museum. 

One of the features of the ex- 
hibition, open to the public at the 
Library each week day, 10 a. m. 
to 9 p. m., is a head painted after 
Rubens by Mr. Alfred Lowe whose 
brilliant work in the restoration 
of paintings has given students 
and art lovers much valuable 
knowledge regarding the techni- 
ques of the masters, and who has 
rescued many significant works of 
art from discard. Another feature 
of the exhibit is a copy by Dr. 
1 Unman Ross of Valasquez"' por- 
trait of the Duke of Olivares. Due 
to the careful selection of Mr. 
John Constable, Curator of Paint- 
ings at the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Mr. Alfred Lowe of the Restora- 
tion Department, and Mr. Arthur 
Pope, acting director of the Fogg 
Museum, the Winchester exhibit 
is admirably representative of the 
major schools of the 17th century.

JOSEPH GODSOE 

Winche-ter Man Assisted in Early 
X-Rsj Experiments 

.I'iseph Godsoe- of S 9 Main 
street retired Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital pharmacist who as- 
sisted in early experiments with 
X-Rav, died Feb. 8 at that hopital 
at the age of 73. He had lived in 
Winchester for the past 10 years, 
coming here from SomerviSle. He 
vas a member of Boley Lodge, A. 
F. and A. M.. in that city. 

Mr. Godsoe was horn Aug. 4. 
1871, at St. John, N. B. He at- 
tended grammar school in St. 
John and lived there until a boy 
of 11 when he came to Boston to 
live with a relative on Beacon 
Hill. 

For a time he worked at the old 
Houghton and Dutton Department 
store in Boston, but on May 4, 
1894, he went to work at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital as 
a porter in the Apothecary De- 
partment. 

There he met. Walter Dodd. then 
assistant apothecary and photog- 
rapher, who after taking a medi- 
cal degree became one of the fa- 
mous pioneer radiologists, not 
only of Boston ">ut of the United 
States. 

Forced to forego his own ambi- 
tion to become -\ doctor, Mr. God- 
soe secured a leave of absence 
from the hospital and studied at 
the Hinds Electrical Company in 
Lowell, mastering the technicali- 
ties of induction coils and other 
apparatus then used for the pro- 
duction of X-Rpvs. 

Returning to the Massachusetts 
General, he worked with Dr. Dodd 
in experiments in the X-Ray field, 
playing himself an important part 
in the development of the Radiol- 
ogy Department of the hospital. 

Before the dangers of exposure 
were understood both Dr. Dodd 
and Mr. Godsoe suffered extensive 
X-ray burns. The latter in later 
life had none of the original skin 
remaining on his hands and had 
only the thumb and little finger 
remaining whole on his left hand. 

During absences of Dr. Dodd 
from the hospital Mr. Godsoe ar- 
ranged systematically the thou- 
sands of plates that had accumu- 
lated in their work, realizing that 
without such cataloguing, in the 
event that anything happened to 
his t hief, the usefulness of the re- 
corded work of years would be se- 
riously impaired. Mr. Godsoe's 
devotion to Dr. Dodd went far be- 
yond their official relations and 
was of incalcuable assistance to 
the latter in carrying through his 
work in medical school. 

After 11 1 1 rfth n r r),„] (1 
Mr. Godsoe entered the hospital 
apothecary, where by working 
days and studying nights be be- 
came a registered pharmacist. He 
was appointed apothecary in 1 909 
and held thai post until Dec. 1. 
1 943, when il! health forced his 
retirement. 

During his nearly 50 years at 
the hospital he saw the institution 
grow from 250 to 900 beds with 
the addition of extensive chemical 
and research laboratories. Techni- 
cally he saw and played his part 
in the development of X-rays, the 
electrocardiogram! and the elec- 
troencephalogram; in the use of 
tie arsenicals ami bismuth, the 
sulfonamides: the multitude of 
synthetic sedatives; insulin and 
liver extracts; vitamin prepara- 
tions; the packaging of drugs in 
ampules, sterile and ready for 
parenteral use; and many other 
changes. 

While working in the hospital 
apothecary Mr. Godsoe met Ella 
May Moore of Steurgeon. P. E. I., 
who was employed in the secreta- 
ry's office. Later Miss Moore was 
transferred to the apothecary as 
book-keeper, working with Mr. 
Godsoe for 15 years. They were 
married Feb. 17. 1932. 

Mrs. Godsoe survives with a 
son, Joseph S. Godsoe. and a sis- 
ter, Alice G. Cook of Venice Cen- 
ter. X. Y. 

Funeral services were held on 
Sunday afternoon at the First 
Baptist Church with the pastor. 
Rev. Walter Lee Bailey, officiat- 
ing. Honorary ushers were Fred- 
erick Kmery and Lewis Foster. In- 
terment was in Oak Grove Ceme- 
tery. Medford.

W. Coolidge. 

President Coolidge gave some- 
thing of the background which has

BLUE CROSS PLANS 



The Massachusetts Blue Cross is 
one of the Si; Blue Cross Plans re- 
approved for operation during 1946 
by the Board of Trustees of the 
American Hospital Association, on 
recommendation of its Blue Cross 
Commission, il was announced to- 
day by R. F. Cahalane, executive 
director. Such approval constitutes 
recognition that the Massachusetts 
Plan meets all standards With re- 
gard to sound administrative poli- 
cies and procedures, reasonable 
growth during 1945, a financial po- 
sition which protects the general 
public and member hospitals, and 
non-profit operation. 

Cahalane suited that during 1945 
the Massachusetts Blue Cross 
moved into second place among the 
SO Plans, in point of size. Tins 
was accomplished, he said, by add- 
ing nearly 600,000 names to the 
membership rolls, a record unequal- 
ed in a single year by any other 
Blue Cross Plan. 

National Blue Cross enrollment 
at the end of 1945 totalled 29,000,- 
000, an increase of 4,000,000 dur- 
ing the year, according to C. Rufus 
Hereon, national director of the 
Commission. Medical-surgical serv- 
ice plans now operate in conjunc- 
tion with 44 Blue Cross Plans. For- 
ty-three States, the District of Co- 
lumbia, Puerto Rico and seven Ca- 
nadian Provinces are now covered 
by Blue Cross, and it is expected 
that by the end of lt»4n Blue Cross 
will have been made available to 
the population of those five States 
where it does not now exist. "The 
fact that one out of every seven 
Americans has already been en- 
rolled In Blue Cross in a few short 
years, shows that Blue Cross has 
proved its worth as a community 
service and that u large segment 
of our people approve the volunta- 
ry method of health protection," 
Rorem said.

berg, where it angles eastward to 
the horseshoe-shaped rocky reef 
at Oregon City known to tourists 
as Willamette Falls. Continuing 
northward to tidewater, it flows 
under Portland's many bridges 
and then joins the Columbia, 99 
deep-channel miles from the Paci- 
fic Ocean, 

Because of its lush, fertile val- 
ley, the direction of its flow, and 
its periodic flooding, the Willam- 
ette has been called Oregon's Nile. 
Although it drains an area no lar- 
ger than that drained by the Hud- 
son, it annually discharges twice 
as much water as New York 
State's river. But the region is 
marked by great climatic varia- 
tions from season to season, and 
there are months when farm bot- 
tomlands are flooded and lands 
at hiirher levels need drainage - 
conditions which the Willamette 
Valley Project is designed to re- 
lieve. 

Two Storage Dams Built 

The Congress-approved general 
plan, recently estimated to cost 
about $85,00(1,000, includes con- 
struction on Willamette tributa- 
ries of seven large dams capable 
of storing much of the flood sea- 
son excess water. Thus they will 
control flood damage and release 
stored water for dry season use. 
The two smallest dams were the 
only ones near completion when 
non-war construction was limited. 

The project also provides for 
enlargement of the locks at Wil- 
lamette Falls and deepening of 
the river channel to a six-foot 
minimum as far as Albany, 120 
miles from the mouth. The en- 
larged waterway is planned to en- 
courage industrial development 
upstream. 

Walnuts and filberts, hops, flax 
for linen weaving, fruits and dair- 
ry products are leaders in the val- 
ley's varied agriculture. Farming 
thrives on both banks of the river 
in a belt five to ten miles wide. 
Flood control can expand the land 
resources to accomodate an esti- 
mated 10,000 new farm families. 

Lumber and plywood mills to 
process the region's superb stands 
of native timber were springing 
ud in immediate prewar years. 
Textile mills, packing houses and 
preserving plants are found in the 
larger river towns. Shipbuilders 
led the influx of war workers to 
Portland's industries. 



pool which mobilized scores of 
Caribbean vessels to pick up 
where the "land-water highway" 
left off.

From War to Peace Plans 

The West Indies have a land 
area of '.12,000 square miles, or 
roughly twice that of Pennsylva- 
nia, and their population is esti- 
mated at about nine million, ac- 
cording to the National Geogra- 
phic Society. These tropical is- 
lands are devoted almost exclu- 
sively to agriculture with sugar 
the one dominant crop. They de- 
pend largely on outside sources 
for both footl and manufactured 
products. 

Great Britain and the United 
States created the Commission 
m 1042 to encourage and streng- 
then social and economic coopera- 
tion between the two governments 
and their Caribbean possessions. 
I' ranee and the Netherlands, 
which also have territory in the 
West Indies, have only recently 
affiliated themselves with the 
vvnrk. The Commission is purely 
advisory. 

The Commission established a 
Caribbean Research Council of 
experts in various fields to survey 
the needs of the area, to deter- 
mine what research already has 
been done, and to provide confer- 
ences and cooperation with other 
research workers. The work of 
the Council has revealed a grow- 
ing number of problems calling 
for study and solution by the 
Commission. 

To Catch Sharks and Toorists 
One of the outstanding achieve- 
ments of the Commission was the 
organization of t he West Indian 
Conference which met in Barba- 
dos in 1044. In line with the Com- 
mission's program, the Confer- 
ence considered such questions as 
raising the nutritional level, in- 
dustrial development, and public 
works looking to the improvement 
public health, education, hous- 

and agriculture. 
_ Jy colonial possessions par- 
ticipated in the 1044 Conference, 
the delegates representing indivi- 
dual islands or such groups as the 
Bahamas, the Leeward, W ind- 
ward, and Virgin Islands. The 
Conference showed particular in- 
terest in the development of in- 
dustry' and the expansion of trade 
within the Caribbean area. 

An Anglo-American fishery 
survey of Caribbean waters was 
inaugurated by the Commission 
to detrmine what areas could 
contribute most to the islands' 
food supply. A practical and com- 
prehensive' guide on shark fish- 
ing — catching, preserving, and 
marketing — was developed. 

A servev of the Caribbean trav- 
el industry als j was conducted, 

ex- 
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ynesians who will be evacuated 
for the tests. Enyu Island, at the 
southeast bulge, is only slightly 
smaller.

were in force at the end of 1945 in 
the area served by the Cambridge 
office of the Social Security Board, 
representing an increase of ap- 
proximately per cent over the 
number in force on Dec. 31, 1944. 
Jam.-s T. Phelan. manager, said in 
a statement of the activities of the 
office during the year.

The Winchester Art Associa- 
tion is privileged to show cur- 
rently at the Library Art Gallery 

paintings by old .wasters, touted 
for the exhibition by the Fogg 
Museum at Harvard and the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts in Boston. 

This is an unusual show in 
every way. Many will not care 
especially for the subjects, mod- 
ernists may find the perfection of 
line, proportions and blending of 
colors unexciting, but no one can 
stand before these mellowed can- 
vasses and not be profoundly 
conscious that here is painting 
which has endured and which to- 
day has a considerable market 
value. That "Still Life with 
Birds," for instance, has a $40,- 
000.00 ticket on it. 

You can look at this dusky 
canvas and actually feel impelled 
to reach out and touch the down 
of the breast feathers on the 
white bird and run a finger 
along the quill feathers of the 
wing. This study, black with age, 
is by Jan Weenix, an artist of 
the Dutch School. 1040 to 1719. It 
was loaned by the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston. 

Especially outstanding is the 
"Vegetable Seller" by the Italian 
artist, Monsu Bernardo, 1624- 
1627, loaned by the Museum of 
Fine Arts. This study of an elder- 
ly peasant-type woman with two 
pirls, one holding a large basket; 
and an old man as!e:p nehin ! : ne 
trio is wholly natural, in flesh 
tones, facial expression-, an 1 the 
pose of the figures. There is real 
depth, too. You can look right in- 
to the picture. 

There are two huge portraits, 
one so heavy that Custodian 
Robert Eason was prompted to 
cleat the wall to guard against a 
possible fall. This study is of 
"Nicholas Trieste" and is attri- 
buted to Anton Van Dyck, the 
Flemish artist, 1599-1641. Loaned 
by the Museum of Fine Arts, it 
shows a tall patrician in blue 
cloak and stiff ruff, his face 
mustachioed and wearing a goat- 
ee. The long slim hands are es- 
pecially fine. 

The other large portarit is of 
a ''Warrior,'' attributed to the 
Venetian School of the 16th cen- 
tury and also loaned by the Fine 
Arts Museum. It is of a bearded 
man with a long oval face, clad 
in armor of proof and standing 
with one strong hand on his helm, 
which i< resting on a tame with 
his mail gauntlets. 

See the detail, *he naturalness, 
the perspective and the fine 
coloring in "Canareggio", Venice, 
School of Michele Marieschi, the 
Venetian School, 1711-1743. This 
Fine Arts study is of a familiar 
canal scene with gondolas, peaked 
bridge and squarish, bulky stone 
buildings ranged "n either side of 
the water.The Individuality of the 
figures, the wash of the water, 
the warped piles and fine draw- 
ing show the master hand. 

An Englishman, Richard Wil- 
son, 1733-1782, painted the "Por- 
trait of John Roberts" loaned by 
the Fogg Museum at Harvard. 
T h e single American artist's 
work is the painting of "Duke 
Olivares," a copy after Velas- 
ques, by Denman W. Ross. 1853- 
1 9 3 5, an equestrian portrait 
showing a bulky figure in armor 
with plumed hat, astride a rear- 
ing horse, pointing with a baton. 

There are two fine religious 
studies, one from the Fine Arts 
Musum, entitled "Marriage of St. 
Catherine" being a highly imagi- 
native painting, such as mifcht 
adorn the niche of a chapel, re- 
plete with churchmen, monks, an- 
gels, cherubs and warriors. This 
picture is of the Flemish School 
of Peter Paul Rubens. The other 
"Feast in the House of Levi," 
mellowed with aire, i> a beautiful 
study, with its company gathered 
around a long table and the 
kneeling woman in blue-green 
cloak clasping the feet of Christ, 
seated at the end of the board. 
The subdued coloring, facial ex- 
pressions, the napery and vessels 
on the table, a dog thrusting his 
nose from under the cloth, tne 
glint of armor and the grouping 
of the figures make this painting 
one to reward close study. The 
artist was the Italian Guiseppe 
Bazzani, 1690-1701, and the can- 
vas is from the Fogg Museum at 
Harvard. 

"Scene at a Well," is also from 
the Fogg Museum and is by the 
French artist, Sebastian Bourd- 
on, 1616-1671. The clarity of the 
coloring in this picture is remark- 
able. From the Spanish School, 
176O-17S0, is "Still Life with 
Melon and Pears" by Luis Men- 
endez, natural in form and color- 
ing, from the Museum of Fine 
Arts.

To Winchester Voters: 

Since I am u candidate for re- 
election to the School Committee. 
I am presenting briefly my ideas 
regarding public schools and Win- 
chester schools in particular. 

First of all, I believe thai the 
maintenance of a sound and effec- 
tive public school system is not on- 
ly an important responsibility, but 
perhaps the greatest single chal- 
lenge confronting a community like 
ours, tt is a recognized fact that 
good public schools are an integral 
part of the democratic idea! — the 
part on which our experiment in 
self-government must increasingly 

depend. 

During recent years, Winchester 
schools like many others, public 
and private, have been severely 
criticized. Some of this criticism 
has been fully justified. Fart of it, 
however, has been neither impartial 
or constructive and may, therefore, 
have done more harm than good. 

In any event, the time has now 
come to look forward rather than 
back. The School Committee has 
already laid the groundwork for 
substantial improvements 1 . The ap- 
pointment of a new well-qualified 
superintendent, the adoption of an 
adequate salary schedule, and the 
development of a tentative building 
program, are all worthwhile ac- 
complishments. 

It is my belief that the present 
teaching staff, under its present 
leadership, is callable of giving 
Winchester the kind of school svs- 
tern which it desires and of which 
the community will (be proud. It 
should be realized, however, that 
best results will not be obtained 
without the enthusiastic support of 
the committee, the parents and 
citizens at large. I think that we 
owe the schools this kind of sup- 
port. 

The committee in turn has, I be- 
lieve, some important responsibili- 
ties to the town. It should assist 
in developing a sound educational 
program adapted to the needs of 
our particular community. It should 
do this with proper allowance made 
for requirements of other essential 
town departments and the over-all 
ability of the taxpayer to meet 
current costs of government. And 
it should be prepared to make an 
impartial and factual report on 
the progress, or lack of it. which is 
being made in the schools at any 
given time 

These objectives are not easy 
ones. If reelected. 1 shall, never- 
theless, continue to work toward 
them as far as 1 am able. It is on 
this basis that I ask your support.

S< hool Committee Explains Need 
for New High School Building 

To Winchester Citizens; 

In the warrant for the coming 
Town Meeting, Article 20 raise- 
the question of what action, if any, 
should be taken by the town in ac- 
quiring the Giun Estate for future 
school purposes. The following 
Statement is issued by the School 
Committee, which inserted the arti- 
cle, in order that citizens may- 
know the issues involved and the 
action to be proposed, namely, that 
a committee composed of members 
of the School Committee, Planning 
Board, Selectmen, and citizens at 
large be appointed to consider the 
proposal for purchase and report 
back at a special town meeting to 
be called early in June. 

The Fowlkes Survey recommend- 
ed to the Town the abandonment of 
the Senior High School as inade- 
quate and antiquated and the es- 
tablishment of a six-year combined 
Junior and Senior High School on 
the present Junior High School site. 

The enlargement of the Junior 
High School to take care of the 
ninth grade, which has been part 
of the High School but accommo- 
dated in the Wadleigh School, has 
been long delayed by the war. The 
conducting of a separate ninth 
grade has resulted in increased ad- 
ministrative expense, has caused an 
undesirable break in the continuity 
of the school program, and has 
made a needles.- ami dangerous 
traffic on the part of students from 
the Wadieigh School to the High 
School. 

In the meantime the inadequa- 
cies of the Senior High School for 
the 10th, 11th. and 12th grades 
have become increasingly evident 
to the school administrators, The 
more glaring of these inadequacies 
are the following: 

1. Inadequate room for an in- 
dustrial arts program. 

2. Lack of facilities for proper 
science instruction. 

.'!. Lack of room for future in- 
creases of student body. 

1. Lack of proper library facili- 
ties. 

">. Inadequate cafeteria space. 

6. Lack of adequate facilities 
for a complete athletic program. 

7. Undesirable physical fea- 
tures of interior, particularly of 
lighting, floors, and fixtures. 

8. Bad location from standpoint 
of noise and traffic, being sur- 
rounded by three main arteries. 

!». Inadequate play space with 
necessity of students crossing main 
arteries to reach physical educa- 
tion facilities. 

In view of the need of enlarging 
the Junior High School an I of sol- 
ving the Senior High School build- 
ing problem, the School Commit- 
tee with funds supplied by the l:Ul 
town meeting employed the archi- 
tectural firm id' Kilham, Hopkins 
and Greeley of Boston, specialists 
in school architecture, to study the 
present ami fu f i:e building needs 
for the Junior and Senior High 
Schools.

service with the Coast Guard in 
China during World War It 

Cappy was one of the dogs as-; 
signed to a crack detachment of 
men and dogs organized by the 
Coast Guard in 1943 to be as- 
signed to a mission abroad. After 
training, in November of 1942 the 
detachment left for its new as- 
signment arrived in India in Feb- 
ruary of 1044. 

In March of that year it was 
flown over the Hump to Chung- 
king Chinai and there assigned to 
the Sino- American Cooperative 
Organization, Sako i pronounce! 
Soeko), which was composed of 
Navy, Marine Corp* and Coast 
Guard Personnel, teamed with the 
Chinese. 

It was then that the Chinese 
learned how to use War Dogs for 
sentry duty and patrol work, thus 
improving rapidly the Chinese se- 
curity whieh was very essential as 
it helped prevent Japanese inflil- 
tration and sabotage. 

Because of continuing military 
necessity this entire complement 
of fjpgs. including Gappy, was re- 
cently turned over to the Chinese 
Army. 

In closing his letter Rear Ad- 
miral Park expressed the Coast 
Guard's deep appreciation of «'ap- 
ny's service and the patriotic mo- 
tive whirh prompted Mrs. Elwell 
to enroll her handsome pet in the 
Armed Forces, enclosing a Certi- 
ficate of Appreciation from the 
Coast Guard made out in Cnnpy's 
name and a photograph of his de- 
tachment in China.

This firm has studied the 
problem and has given to the 
School Committee its recommen- 
dations on five possible solutions 
to meet Winchester's current and 
future needs.

1. Should a six-year hign school 
be constructed on the present Jun- 
ior High School site? 

The firm has definitely recom- 
mended against this plan. The 
topography of the Junior High 
School site is such that a building 
adequate for six grades would re- 
sult in an awkward, five-story 
structure, deemed highly undesir- 
able for school purposes. 

2. Should the High School be 
modernized and enlarged to meet 
present and future needs of a three 
year school ? 

The firm recommends that this 
plan be not adopted. While the 
plant could be modernized and en- 
quired, the result would be an 
unsatisfactory building for school 
purposes, Because of the place- 
ment of the present auditorium, 
anl gymnasium, additional class- 
rooms would have to be gained by 
building upward. A five-story high 
school building placed 
small lot is highly 
Moreover, to make 
would require some 
months, during which 
could not be used for 
poses.

a. The site is practically at the 
geographic center of the Town. 

b. Comprised of almost 16 
acres, it is large enough to accom- 
modate a full school program, in- 
cluding all outdoor athletics: a 
football field and stadium with 
adequate parking facilities; a 
girls' athletic field; tennis courts 
and other play areas.

Standard Set for Plans 

In setting up standards of ac- 
ceptance for voluntary prepaym. r* 
medical and hospital care plana 
now in operation, the Board of 
Trustees anil A. M. A. Council on i 
Medical Can- have decreed all such; 
plans must meet the following re- 
quirements before they mav dis- . 
play the association's seal of ap- 
proval on their policies and pro- 
motional material: 

1. Have the approval of the 
.State or county medical society in 
the area in which they operate. 

2. The medical profession in the 
area must jsaume responsibility 
for the medical services included 
in the benefits. 

3. Provide free choice of a qual- 
ified doctor of medicine and main- 
tain the personal, confidental re- 
lationship between patient and 
physician. 

-1. Be organized and operated to 
provide the greatest possible ben- 
efits in medical care to the sub- 
scriber. 

Benefits under any of the plans, 
it was stated, might be in terms 
of either ca^h indemnity or in 
units of medical service with a 
house call counting for so many 
units and a ' Nit to the physician's 
office counting for a varying num- 
ber of service points as provi le i 
by the policy. 

Clearing House Proposed 
The subsidiary medical-plans 
care group, which is engaged in 
coordinating the various prepay* 
ment prog'-. mis now in operation, 
also will se- k to establish a re- 
ciprocal relation among all plans 
to permit subscribers to transfer 
their memberships from one State 
to another through a central clear- 
ing house at A. M. A. headquar- 
ters in Chicago.

There's plenty of hisses and the engineman and train 
crew are eyed like villains when they show up late. "What's the mat- 
ter, stop to have a game of cards Up the liner" "For heaven's sake, 
we have to get to work on time, even if you don't." "Somebody ought 
to get some decent officials who know how to run a railroad" - and 
other similar things they chant. 

We know all our customers don't understand the war isn't over 
for us. quite yet. We're still hauling more passengers, by far. than in 
pre-war days and, therefore, trains must he longer, ll necessarily 
means longer station stops to load more passengers. It takes longer 
to net more cars in a train rolling again after each station stop. AND.

Multiply the extra 4.*> seconds the train spent at your stop hy the 10 
other sl'ops your train makes enroutc and you are exactly ?U minutes 
late into North Station. (Lots of our trains make more than 10 stops, 
too.) 

WHAT ARE WE STOPPING FOR? 

"You people can't even run on time this bright and sunny morn- 
iiv" an irate patron told us recently. He didn't stop to think that when 
it's bright and sunny in Greater Boston, very often it's snowing and 
blowing, or sleeting and freezing out in Greenfield or in New Hamp- 
shire. Vermont or Maine. He didn't realize that when the temperature 
is oniv 26 in Boston it often is sub-zero, freezing air brake systems and 
raising havoc with switches and steam hose lines, in Portland or North 
Conway or North Adams. "So what" you inquire. 

A MOVE EVERY 30 SECONDS IN RUSH HOURS 

Well with our variable New England weather, which, "if you don't 
Uke i 1 wait .-> minutes and it will change," we have all sorts of ditlicult les 
evtrv winter day over our 1701 miles of tracks in Northern New 
England and New York State. This often raises the merry Ned with 
the intricate, earefullv-timed schedules which enable us to move a tram 
every 30 seconds in "on, or out of the 22 tracks in the North Station 
during the commuter rush in the morning and again at the close of every 
business day. Every move of these hundreds of trains is timed to the

You can safely bet all the tea in China, and 
"throw in a pair or two of nylons too, that we don't wishfully nor de- 
liberately do anything to make you angry at us and sr. go to some other 
form of transportation. But, even as you. we're all humans subject 
to all the misfortunes that happen to office workers; store clerks; hotel 
workers: delivery men; factory craftsmen and everybody else.

Take a squint some zero 
morning or snowy late afternoon at those railroadmen working in the 
yards outside the North Station, bundled up to (and above) their ears.

More likely than 
no! Horace is due to run the first train out of Haverhill for Boston 
and you've got less than an hour to find a substitute for Horace and get 
said substitute to Haverhill (or Reading or Roekpori or tfewjburyport), 
Bepeat that, with varied reasons for being absent from duty, a hun- 
dred times the same morning (and that often happens with the hundreds 
of nun we have in train-operating and yard-operating service) and 
we're sure you'll understand further why we aren't always on time. 
And. we know you'll realize, too. that, in the railroad busin< ss. you just 
can't say "Well, we'll get along today wthout Horace and lei it go at 
that." That just isn't safe. In the railroad business we've ,u<>t to find 
a substitute for Horace, or. if perchance we absolutely can't, train service

Winchester Officer Honored for 
Mine Counter Measures 

By the award of the Navy Cross 
and ''Nation to Capt. Edward C. 
Craig, USX. of 7 Grassmere av- 
enue, the Navy today gave recog- 
nition to this local man for his 
work in the design and installa- 
tion of magnetic mine counter- 
measures which, it is said in the 
citation, "was largely responsible 
for the preparedness of the Uni- 
ted States to meet the menace of 
the magnetic mine upon our en- 
try into the war." 

Capt. Craig, whose wife Helen 
also resides here, served as head 
of the Equipment Design and lat- 
er as head of Mine.-w. eping and 
Mtneeraft Sections, Bure.au of 
Ships, from Sopteml>cr 1940 to 
December 1942. 

W hen Capt, Craig entered this 
activity and personally organized 
it he found it a novel field of war- 
fare about which little informa- 
tion could be gathered. His tasks 
called not only for him to meet 
the menace of the magnetic mine 
but also to effect counter-meas- 
ures against new enemy mines as 
they • appeared during the course 
of the war.

The article i.« both a biographic- 
al sketch and tribute to the work 
which Dr. Robinson, a native and 
old Winchester boy. has done dur- 
ing the 4-1 years of his pastorate 
at Grace Congregational Church 
in Holyoke. Incidentally these t 1 

years give to Dr. Robinson, a 
graduate of Amherst and Yale Di- 
vinity School, the longest Congre- 
gational pastorate of any present 
day clergyman in Massachusetts. 

In 1902 when Dr. Robinson wen' 
to Holyoke Grace Church was 
sponsored by the Second Congre- 
gational Church of that city. 11c 
was called to take the pastorate of 
Grace Church which was located in 
the industrial section and had a 
membership of 100. 

An indication of the zeal and 
effectiveness of his ministry may 
be obtained from the fact that the 
church now has over 1.000 mem- 
bers, has beett a separate entity 
since 1937 and owns a church play- 
ground property and other real 
estate that constitute a splendid 
plant in which to operate. 

In 1910 Dr. Robinson instituted 

at Grace Church at. interesting 
social program, in which Amherst 
students come to Holyoke during 
their summer terms to engage in 
the social and religious work of 
the church. Fifty-five Amherst stu- 
dents have spent 67 terms in such 
work, with nine students from oth- 
er colleges adding a total of 11 
terms. 

In 1012, upon the occasion of 
Dr. Robinsons 4(*th anniversary 
at Grace Church, the Holyoke 
Daily Transcript and Telegram ran 
an edition containing several pa- 
ges of tributes paid him by men 
of varied occupations in and out- 
side the city. It is said of him that 
n<> man in his community enjoys 
a higher degree of respect and 
admiration from ail Classes o- 
people, rich and poor.

In 1027 Amherst conferred up- 
on its distinguished son the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Divin- 
ity.

On Nov. lit, lMo, President Tru- 
man sent a Special message to the 
Congress asking for the enactment 
of legislation to provide medical 
care for practically every man, 
woman and child in the United 

States through a Federal Govern- 
ment agency. 

On the same date Senators \\ ag- 
fjer and Murray anel Congressman 
Dingell introduced in the Congress 
bills (S 1606-HR 4730) to imple- 
ment the requests of the Presi- 
dent's message. 

President Truman stated. "What 
I am recommending is not social- 
ized medicine." Actually what is 
proposed is "Political Medicine." 
The proposals are' more compre- 
hensive and more far-reaching 
than any government medical care 
program ever attempted in any

The Wagner-Murray-Dingell pro- 
posals would establish a Political 
Appointee, the Federal Security 
Administrator as dictator in all 
matters relating to health.

(6) Determine what hospitals oV 
clinics may provide service for 
patients and under what condi- tnat 

tions.

It is estimated that the cost

The experiment was eminently 
successful, the group feels. How- 
ever, they do not promote their 
idea without reservation. Buying 
a lot and building a home strains 
the financial resources to the ut- 
most. Put several families In the 
same boat and you multiply the 
strain. And all the time group re- 
-lations must be kept at the point 
where they are an advantage and 
not a drawback, It is obviously, 
largely a matter of whether you 
can find the right group. 

The Winchester group empha- 
sizes the importance of "a working 
relationship where complete can- 
dor is the first rule, where fami- 
lies co-operate when H is mutually 
advantageous, but where they make 
their own decisions always" as to 
whether or not to co-operate on a 
given point." 

Critical negotiations in the ear- 
ly part of the project have much 
to do with its future success. Lots 
had to be assigned so that each 
family would be satisfied. First 
proof of the groups thesis on econ- 
omy came when they learned that 
the final purchase price of the 
land was substantially lower than 
the original asking price of the in- 
dividual lots. The second saving 
was Jr legal and title search fees, 
significantly lower for a group 
purchase than for the individual 
purchases. 

Incidents piled up that made the 
savings obvious and worth while 
to every member of the group. 
Time saving was not the least of 
these. One man investigated fi- 
nancing ideas for the grout), while 
another took care of applications 
for permission to install wharves, 
and beaches, while another ar- 
ranged building materials. 

Experiencing the results of their 
own project has been fascinating 
for the four families. "Actually," 
they say. we are not a cloistered 
community. Our interests and 
fri. .,ds are diverse, and the social 
life of each family is no more 
limited to the neighborhood than 
it would normally, be. Yet among 
the greatest forces to make us 
friends were the experiences of 
working out joint problems in the; 
beginning and our current inter- ! 
est in each other's plans."

JAMES PATRICK DONAGHEY 

Veteran Police Officer Died 
Sundav 

Officer James P. Donaghey, vet- 
eran membei of the Winchester 
Police Department, dic<i early .Sun- 
day evening at the Winchester 
Hospital. He had been critically 
ill for a week and had been con- 
fined to his home for two months, 
but for some years his health had 
not been good and he had under- 
gone at various times five opera- 
tions for trouble which it is be- 
lieved originated from injuries re- 
ceived in line of duty. Many times 
in recent years his devotion to the 
service won the admiration of 
those who knew the courageous 
fight he was waging to remain on 
the job. 

Officer Donaghey was the son 
of James P., and Ann (Smyth*) 
Donaghey. He was bora Sept. BOj 
1886 in Woburn, but came to Win- 
chester as a young child and grew 
up here, receiving his education 
in the Winchester schools and win- 
ning through the years a wide 
circle of friends from all walks in 
life. 

Officer Donaghey was the second 

man appointed to the Winchester 
Police Force under civil service, 
the first being the present Chief, 
William H. Rogers. He wa- ap- 
pointed a patrolman July I, 1918, 
and served continuously since that 
time until his death, being a mili- 
tarv substitute sergeant during 
Charles J. Harrold's leave at ab- 
sence in World War II. Police 
work was quite different from 
service today in Officer Dona- 
ghey's early days on the force and 
he had many a "rough and tumble" 
battle when patrolmen walked their 
beats exclusively and were- on their 
own without the assistance of ra- 
dios and patrol cars. One of his 
l»est, catches in recent years MM 
when he picked up a would be arm- 
ed robber and his pal attempting 
to break into a store in the block 
replaced by the I.ocatelli Building. 
Officer Donaghey was a charter 

member of Winchester Lodge, 
1445, B. P. 0, E.j a member and 
past president of the Winchester 
Police Relief Association and past 
president of the Holy Name So- 
ciety of St. Mary's Parish. \s a 
young man he enjoyed quite a re- 
putation as an entertainer and 
later, after the formation of the 
Police Relief Association be took 
an active part in arranging for its 
concerts and dancing parties. 

On April 24, 1916, Officer Don- 
aghey married Etta T. Hevey of 
this town. She survives with four 
sons, Thomas W., of Dedham; 
Robert L., James E., and Kenneth 
V. Dormghey, all of Winchester; a 
grandson, Thomas W. Donaghey, 
Jr.; a sister, Mrs. Frank J. Hen- 
nessey of this town; and four 
brothers, John F. Donaghey of 
Winchester; Thomas W., and Ar- 
thur L., both of Stoneham; and Jo- 
seph W. Donaghey of Woburn, par- 
cels post carrier at the Winchester 
Postoffice. 

Following Officer Dotiaghey's 
death Police Headquarters were 
draped with black and flags on the 
common and public buildings dis- 
played at half-staff. 

The funeral was held Wednes- 
day morning from the late resi- 
idence. 

The cortege formed at Si.io and 
proceeded to St Mary's Church, a 
detachment of Police under Sgt. 
Thomas F. Cassidy and a detach- 
ment of Firemen under Capt. J. 
Edward Noonan acting as escort. 
The active bearers. Sgt*. Charles 
J. Harrold and Joseph J. Derro, 
and Officers James E. Farreh. 
John F. Hogan. Archibald T. 
O'ConneU and Henry P. Dempsey 
marched at either side of the fu- 
neral car. 

At the church, both he-tore and 
after the mass, Police standing at 
salute, formed two lines, through 
which the casket was borne. 

Rev. Fr. William Sherry of the 
Immaculate Conception Church in 
Salem, formerly of the Immaculate 
Conception Church in Winchester 
ami a relative of the deceased, was 
celebrant; Rev. Fr. J. Joseph 
Kierce of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion Church was deacon and Rev. 
Fr. Cornelius J. Hogan of St. Ma- 
ry's subdeaeon. 

Honorary bearers wore Chief 
William H. Rogers of the Police 
Department, Chief John J. Gorman 

of the Fire Department, Police Lt.

After the mass the cortege form- 
ed again and proceeded to Calvary 
Cemetery where the interment was 
made in the family lot. Committal 
prayers were said by Fr.

Court Differs from Board of 
Appeal's Ruling 

Judge Charles C. Cabot of the 
Superior Court has ordered a de- 
cree to be entered for the Trustees 
of the Ginn Estate who appealed 
to the court from a decision of the 
Winchester Board of Appeal deny- 
ing them the right to use the 
premises on Bacon street to lodge 
more than four persons in opposi- 
tion to the town's Zoning Bv- 
Laws. 

Under the decree nine couples, 
Primarily veterans of World Wat 
II and their wiveSl will be permit- 
ted to use the premises as a dwell- 
ing for one year from the date of 
the decree, after which a petition 
may be entered to the Winchester 
Appeal Hoard for permission to re- 
new the privilege for one more 
year. 

Judge Cabot in his decree dif- 
fered from the Hoard of Appeal in 
its decision that the Zoning By- 
Laws of Winchester prohibit such 
use of the Ginn property as the 
Trustees desire. 

He found that the law does per- 
mit just such use as the trustees 
propose to make of the property, 
baaing his opinion upon Sec. 7D 
of the Zoning By-La WS, the emer- 
gency clause which permits the 
Board of Appeal to grant certain 
permission in emergency cases not 
otherwise allowed. He stressed the 
acute housing shortage in connec- 
tion with his interpretation of the 
law. 

The Board of Appeal in denying 
the petition felt that any housing 
emergency which exists is town- 
wide and that it as a judicial board 
should not apply an individual 
emergency ruling to a situation 
equally affecting the entire com- 
munity. 

Judge Cabot ordered the decree 
as a variance which is to say that 
the law has been varied in a par- 
ticular instance without a ruling 
being made upon its permanent 
applicability, This can be taken to 
mean that the present decision does 
not necessarily imply that the 
town's Zoning By-Daw, making cer- 
tain housing restrictions, has been 
invalidated. In this particular case 
the Judge found an emergency ex- 
isted which in his opinion warrant- 
ed overturning the Appeal Board's 
decision under the emergency 
clause of the law.

Winchester will hold the first 
session of its limited town meeting 
Monday evening at the town hall 
commencing at 7:4f>. 

Thirty-six articles appear upon 
the warrant for consideration, but 
many of them are routine ami are 
not likely to occasion much if any 
debate. If, as has been reported, 
action is going to bfl deferred up- 
on some or all of the school arti- 
cles, to a special meeting in June, 
much of the real fireworks may 
be squelched right at the start. 

There may be a bit of debate 
on the article inserted by the Park 
Commissioners asking |20,000 for 
grading and improving the west 

side playground on Wildwood 

street extension. The Finance 
Committee has turned thumbi* 
down on this. 

Articles 16 and 17 may also 
arouse some little discussion. The 
first is to see whether the town 
will make any provision for a rec- 
reation program, or provide any 
place to conduct such a program, 
and whatever motion is to be made 
Under the article is sponsored by 

the Youth Guidance Committee, 

Under Article 17, the meeting is 
asked to determne what group or 
commission or board is to admin- 
ister the town's recreation pro- 
gram. No sponsor is named in con- 
nection with this article, but 
doubtless its insertion to the war- 
rant tie- in with th. new Recrea- 
tion Commission, e-tablished by a 
close vote at last year's town meet- 
ing, the members of which were 
elected for the first time this year. 
Action under this article may 
come only alter sr.mt discission 
since theie appear to be many who 
do not seem to know about the 
Recreation Commission and others 
who believe the Park Board has 
done a good job in this field with 
the facilities at the dispo.-al of the 
town. 

How far the town is prepared to 
go into a further recreation pro- 
iriam, in view of the greatly in- 
creased school bu.itr>t and other 
items of expense only time and the 
meeting can tell. That there will 
be a determined fight for a recrea- 
tion program of some kind, to be 
administered by the Recreation 

Commission, is certain. Th • group 
who championed the establishment 
of the Recreation Commission a 
y< ar ago not going to be satis- 
fied to have this group remain a 
board in name only. 

Whether an attempt will b< made 
to have action deterred on the 
article^ with reference to provid- 
ing decent athletic facilities for the 
hitrh school teams hasn't been an- 
nounced. "They" may want to con- 
sider this matter with the school 
articles, or after the school arti- 
cles are settled. Action on the pro- 
posal to erect a new high school on 
the Ginn estate could affect the 
athletic field plans materially, but 
tho>e who are advocating some 
sort of suitable athletic plant can 
feel with e<|ual justice that imme- 
diate steps should be taken to en- 
sure having the field ready "for next 
fall's, football. 

The Finance Committee favors 
giving the Police a day off in <ix 
without loss of pay and no trouble 
is expected in passing this article. 
The Committee has, however, turn- 
ed down the appeal of the Firemen 
for an average 70 hour working 
week, and it it no secret that the 
"boys in blue ami silver" are troing 
to battle for these hours. 

How the meeting will view the 
proposal to establish a Depart- 
nv.nt of Public Works in Winches- 
ter to stream-line town functions 
cannot be decided in advance. The 
Finance Committee is for it. As 
a matter of fact it has often prov- 
en that some little innocent arti- 
cle, amounting relatively to very 
little, has occupied a lot of time 
while those involving the spend- 
ing of huge sums have gone 
through virtually without debate. 
There may of course he more dis- 
cussion of the town's grade cross- 
ing problem under reports of com- 
mittees. 

Town meetings in Winchester 
have come to be fairly predictable 
what with the town officers, Fi- 
nance Committee, members at 
large and block voting, but some- 
times the apple cart is overturned. 
That is what attracts people to the 
sessions. They are open to the pub- 
lic but you can't sit inside the rail 
unless you are a precinct member. 
And you can't vote, of course! Jo- 
seph W. Worthen is moderator. 
Why not come down Monday night.

COPRA 

The arrival in the United States 
of shipments of Philippine copra, 
the dried meat of the coconut, has 
brought predictions of at least 
partial relief from the soap short- 
age. 

Before the war the Philippines 
had more than 136 million coco- 
nut trees, and normally produced 
about 600,000 tons of copra a year 
to lead all other countries, s ;l ys 
the National Geographic Society. 
Government experts estimate that 
the islands this year will export 
almost half of their normal out- 
put. 

With Philippine sources cut off 
during the war, users of copra in 
the United States were dependent 
mostly on shipments from Ceylon, 
the Fiji and other British islands 
of the Pacific, and smaller quanti- 
ties from the West Indies. Imports 
last year amounted to less than 
100,000 tons. 

Plent> of Copra, But 

Like the Philippines, the Nether- 
lands Indies, another important 
source of copra, are still suffer- 
ing the aftermath of war. Malaya, 
New Guinea, and the Solomon Is- 
lands were other substantial pre- 
war producers. 

Imports from the Philippines 
normally included shipments of 
coconut oil, pressed from the cop- 
ra. This year the shipments will 
probably be limited to copra, as 
the Ja panes,, destroyed many of 
the copra mills. About six million 
palms were killed or destroyed. 

Warehousing and transporta- 
tion, including inter-island ship- 
ment, have added to the difficul- 
ties of Philippine copra shippers. 
Many warehouses were destroyed 
or left roofless; others are need- 
ed for the army. Highway and 
railway bridges were destroyed in 
many places. 

Better Transportation Sought 

A possible solution to the ln- 
; ternai Philippine transportation 

problem, under consideration, is 
I the use of army trucks, and the 

employment of small naval ves- 
j sels to carry copra cargoes from 

the various islands to major potts, 

In addition to the making of 

, soap, coconut oil is, used in the

i military uses. Glycerin was in 
great wartime demand for the 
making of explosives, and coco- 
nut oil yields about 40 per cent 
more glycerin than domestic fats 
and oils.

At times, the locals, coached by 
Athletic Director Henry Knowl- 
ton, looked as good as any team 
in the league, but the boys seemed 
to be •'chokers" and couldn't pro- 
duce against the stronger teams 
of the circuit.

Many cities and towns under 
this Act have already applied for 
excess temporary war housing 
which the Federal Government, 
by and through the Federal Pub- 
lie Housing Authority, is giving 
away for use for temporary hous- 
ing for veterans where needed. The 
city or town has to provide a site 
and connect the buildings with util- 
ities, and it can cover its own ex- 
pendituret by rents charged to vet- 
erans. Winchester could conceiva- 
bly get its share of such housing 
if it were to act quickly. To date, 
there is no application in for Win- 
chester, as I was informed by the 
Fed ral Public Housing Authority 
at 24 School street, Boston, last 
week. 

About two week.- ago I provided 
the Hoard of Selectmen with copies 
of Chapter 13, above referred to. 
The .Selectmen by letter informed 
me that they have turned the ma- 
terial over to our Town Planning 
Hoard. On Monday night the Plan- 
ning Hoard may make recommen- 
dations to the Town Meeting. 
Among possible recommendations 
under the Warrant' could be one for 
a committee to investigate housing 
for veterans here in Winchester. 
The appointment of such a com- 
mittee would seem to be the neces- 
sary first step to be taken before 
tbe Town either applied for any 
temporary housing or took any oth- 
er steps under said Chapter IS. The 
warrant for Monday's Town Meet- 
ing was closed on Jan. 28 so that 
there is a real limit as to what as- 
pects of housing can be acted upon 
on Monday. 

It seems a shame to me, how- 
ever, that there is not more aware- 
ness in town of this new Chapter 
Hi and of what it could mean to 
W inchester veterans if the Town 
was disposed to assist them. The 
procurement of the temporary hous- 
ing described above is only one of 
the possible things which a Town 
could do under Chapter 13. 

The housing problem is a real 
one as everyone is aware who has 
a veteran in his family or among 
his friends. 

Veterans and others desiring 
to do something about housing are 
therefore urged to make known 
to their town meeting represen- 
tatives in their own precincts 
what their wishes are and to act 
before Monday night if they want 
any action this year. There won't 
be another annual town meeting 
after Monday night until HI47 
and it takes a lot of signatures to 
call a special town meeting if in- 
terested persons let Monday- 
night's meeting pass all discus- 
sion of this subject.

Hut the Finance Committee fail- 
ed to agree with the firemen's re- 
quest for a 70 hour week in place 
of the existing R4 hour plan, and 
I voluntarily want to call attenCon 
to some aspects of the case, in tne 
hope of aiding both sides. 

While it is true that th» fire- 
men are not extinguishing fires 
ah the time, it is likewise tru? that 
they daily perform many duties 
that the public knows nothing 
about, such as regular and thor- 
ough house cleaning; cleaning and 
polishing apparatus; washing, test- 
ing, drying and storing hose; 
wa-hing windows and walls; in- 
terior painting, tending the boil- 
ers which furnish the heat and 
hot water for the police station 
and firehouse; washing and re- 
charging m a n y extinguishers 
brought in by the public; testing 
and maintaining the fire alarm 
system; inspecting, testing and ov- 
erhauling all the fire engines; 
maintaining constant vigil at the 
>ignal desk, etc. 

Many citizens have been sur- 
prised to learn that the off-duty 
platoon must answer alarms ex- 
cept when the men have the 24 
hour lay-off and then they cannot 
leave town without permission. 

Although the night platoon 
sleeps in the firehouse, Mr. and 
Mrs. Public do not know that Ar- 
lington and Woburn alarms ring 
in our headquarters, so that brok- 
en sleep is by far the order at 
night. 

in addition to response to off- 
duty alarms which add to the 84 
hour week, many of our firemen 
have given freely of their own time 
in training the Auxiliary men dur- 
ing the last five years, and also to 
teaching Boy Scout courses in fire- 
manship. 

Any "Auxie" will tell you that 
he, too sleeps with the expectation 
of hearing an alarm at night. Al- 
though the Auxiliary attendance 
at fires is very god, it would be 
nearly LOO per cent if the Town 
had a more extensive system of 
audible signals. 

Pension experts state that the 
average age of firemen is 56 years 
and that very few of them live long 
after retirement. Firemen are al- 
so subject to frequent and serious 
illnesses as a result of their pe- 
culiarly nervous and exciting oc- 
cupation. 

Even when the men on duty are 
free to read or play games, or when 
in their own homes enjoying family 
life, we leaim that their relaxation 
is not complete, for interruptions 
are frequent. Aren't we lucky to 
have then, willing to serve us? 

In Brookline there are 407 in- 
habitants for each fireman em- 
ployed, but in Winchester there 888 
people served by each fireman. 
The nearest to our ratio is Milton 
with 778 to one fireman. Other ci- 
ties and towns nearby, rate in be- 
tween. 

We are all proud of Wincehster's 
acknowledged leadership in the 
municipal management field, but 
Andover, Belmont. Hraintree, Cam- 
bridge, Everett, Maiden, Medford, 
Milton. Methuen, Norwood, Pea- 
body, Somerville, Stoneham and 
Wakefield have all given their 
firemen the 70 hour week, with 
Cambridge making it <>7 hours in 
the end. Let's not be trailers. 

If the Town had had to hire fire- 
men to perform the five year's du- 
ty given by the Auxiliaries, it 
would have paid a great deal more 
than the $. r >00<) cost of extra men 
to provide the 70 hour week. 

There has been some criticism 
about the recent information which 
was mailed to voters, unsigned. It 
is entirely truthful and was com- 
posed under the guidance of an 
eminent local attorney who favors 
the firemen's plea for shorter 
hou rs. 

I hope every town meeting mem- 
ber, including the Finance Com- 
mittee will vote for the 70 hour 
week for our fire laddies.

ERS \N ANTED!

To the Editor of the Star: 

The Winchester School Depart- 
ment has done a great thing by 
introducing bands into the "Win- 
chester primary schools. The best 
time to start learning a musical 
instrument is certainly at this 
early age. Mr. Fred M. Felmet, 
in charge of the primary school 
bands, has been extremely busy 
rounding up his band members anil 
obtaining instruments for them; 
the bands are now rehearsing 
regularly. 

Mr. Felmet feels, as I do, that 
such band work should when pos- 
sible be supplemented by outside 
study on the instrument. Several 
parents have already approached 
him for recommendatoins for 
teachers to give their children 
private lessons, and some time in 
the future a definite program may- 
be undertaken to see that as ma- 
ny pupils as possible are getting 
outside instruction. 

But before any such program, 
or even the recommendations he 
has already made, can be under- 
taken fairly, Mr. Felmet should 
have as complete a list as is pos- 
sible of local teachers of musical 
instrument*. The local factor is es- 
pecially important for children of 
this young age since very few- 
could undertake out-of-town les- 
sons easily. Working with Mr. Fel- 
met, I have been trying to locate 
all the Winchester teachers I 
could, but I have found only one 
teacher of one instrument who is 
willing and able to take on several 
pupils. The purpose of this letter 
is to contact some more local musi- 
cal instrument teachers. The extent 
of the shortage can be shown by 
the fact that I. a mere chemical 
engineer who can incidentally play 
clarinet, have taken on four pupils 
in the last few weeks. 

So if you know someone who can 
play a musical instrument well 
enough to give elementary lessons, 
and has the time, please contact me 
at 326 Main street. Winchester, or 
at Winchester 0848-K. At present 
the band consists of trumpets, 
trombones, flutes, clarinets, saxo- 
phones and drums; more instru- 
ments may be added later. 

Mr. Felmet and I, as well as the 
kids, will thank you heartily for 
whatever help you can give us.

VETERANS HOUSING 



To the Editor of the Star. 

Housing for veterans here in 
Winchester seems to have come 
out in the open if it is true, as re- 
ported in the Boston papers this 
week, that the Ginn property on 
Bacon street, by decree of the 
Middlesex Superior Court, may be 
used for veterans in the coming 
year. However it appears that the 
Ginn mansion will only accommo- 
date a baker's dozen or so of vet- 
erans and their wives and thus 
that even making that particular 
property available will do but 
little to lessen the housing short- 
age beie in town. (About 2200 
persons from Winchester were in 
the armed forces in World War 
II according to the 194.') Town Re- 
port recently delivered). 

It may be of interest to Win- 
chester veterans and their fami- 
lies to learn that there is some- 
thing that can be done by them if 
they are really anxious to have 
more housing made available lo- 
cally. Something of what can be 
done may even be done over this 
present week-end, and before the 
annual Town Meeting is called to 
order Monday evening, March 18. 

On Jan. 30 Governor Tobin 
signed Chapter 13 of the Acts of 
1946 entitled "An Act To Pro- 
vide Housing For Veterans of 
World War II." This act took ef- 
fect upon its passage. Under 
provisions of the Act cities and 
town* in Massachusetts have the 
power to engage in specified 
housing activities for the benefit

That is an excellent exhibition of 
water coiors which Forest Orr of 
Window road is showing current- 
ly at the Library Art Gallery un- 
der the auspices of the Winches- 
ter Art Association.

COINS 

Before starting to turn out the

and a half billjpn of the small 
silver coins, the bulk of them 
since the first World War. That 
output would form a march of 
dimes 40,000 miles long. 

The coinage law of April 2. 
1792 provided for the making of 
silver "dimes'' at the Philadelphia 
Mint, which was established by 
the same Act of Congress. But 
the actual coinage of dimes did 
not begin until l7i»o. 

The first dime bore the draped 
bust of Liberty with long loose 
hair, two side "locks drawn back 
and tied with ribbon. The eagle 
stood on a rock, with head turned 
richt and wings displayed, with- 
in a wreath of olive and palm 
branches. 

Production Difficulties En- 
countered 

The design is thought to have 
been the work of Joseph Wright, 
first draftsman and die sinker at 
the Mint. The appointment was 
made by President Washington, 
whose portrait Wright had paint- 
ed two or three times. 

Subsequent dimes were varia- 
tions of the same theme. Sixteen 
stars were added in 1797. but the 
number on the 1798 dime was re- 
duced to thirteen. 

The Mint began the coinage of 
silver with the making of dollars 
on Oct. 15, 1794. The early Gov- 
ernment had experienced difficul- 
ties in producing money. Engra- 
vers had to be brourht from 
abroad; even the machinery and 
the first metal used in making 
the American coins were import- 
ed. 

Every year since the Mint was 
established, with one exception, 
there has been a ceremony called 
"trial of the coins." This year it 
was set for Feh. 13 and 14. with 
the Assay Commission going to 
Philadelphia to test the purity 
and weight of 198.121 stiver coins 
valued at W.n:?6.55. 

Owners Furnished Silver 

Coins in the early days of the 
republic had to be made from 
personally-owned bullion, house- 
hold silver, foreign coins, etc., 
since there were no silver and 
gold mines in the country at that 
time. The owner took his posses- 
sion- to the Mint, had them melt- 
ed and minted, and took home his 
own metal, transformed into cur- 
rency. 

The need for coins was so great 
that the coinincr was done without 
charge, thus originating the term 
"free coinage." Tradition savs 
that (ieorge Washington was the 
first customer at the newly es- 
ablished Mint, and that his silver 
spoons were converted into half- 
dimes, a coin now replaced by the 
nickel. 

At Alexander Hamilton's sug- 
gestion, the trial of the coins in 
the United Sates was patterned 
on the "trial of the pyx" in Eng- 
land. There the coins were col- 
lected in a pyx, or chest, in the 
Pyz Chapel in Westminster Ab- 
bey. When the chest was full, it 
was brought out, and the coins 
tried by a jury made up of the 
Goldsmiths' Company. 

Originally the trial of the coins 
in the United States was a very 
solemn occasion; if the coins re- 
served for assay were found 
wanting in purity or weight, the 
officers of the Mint were, accord- 
ing to the law. "to suffer death." 
It appears that the Mint had a 
perfect record for its coins, since 
this penalty was never invoked. 
Today the ceremony is largely a 
matter of tradition.

into office at the capital. Bort-au- 
Brint-e, during these four years. 
Then the United States Marines 
took the situation in hand. Haiti, 
smallest and most densely popu- 
lated Western Hemisphere repub- 
lic, became a temoprary ward of 
Uncle Sam. 

Lying southeastward across 
strategic Windward Passage from 
Cuba, Haiti occupies the western 
third of Hispaniola, only island in 
the world which is the home of 
two sovereign nations, points out 
the National Geographic Society. 
Haiti's shai-f. fertile tmt largely 
mountainous, covers 10,248 square 
miles, nearly matching Maryland's 
area. On it, three million French- 
speaking Negro descendants of 
African slaves compose a farm 
state three times as populous as 
Maryland excluding Baltimore. In 
the eastern two-thirds of the is- 
land, the Dominican Republic is 
crowded enough with little more 
than half as man- people, Span- 
ish-speaking. 

Won Freedom by Whipping Army 
of Napoleon 

Discovering the island late In 
1492, Columbus established a 
Spanish settlement, the first Eu- 
ropean colony in the New World, 
in the island's northwest corner. 
Having wiped out the Indians by 
1510, the colonists began Import- 
ing Negroes as slaves. In 1697 
Spain was forced to cede the Hai- 
tian portion to France, whose col- 
onists then exploited the slaves 
for a full century and grew rich 
in the sugar trade. 

After several futile uprisings, 
the Africans succeeded in 1803 in 
routing not only the white col- 
onists but an army sent by Napo- 
leon as well. Haiti was free, the 
second American nation to break 
its European fetters. 

The first leaders of free Haiti 
were ex-slaves. After 1820. how- 
ever, control of the gover.irntnt 
lay wth the small elite class. 
These were natives of mixed 
French and Negro bood, often 
Paris-educated capable of speak- 
ig and writing pure French, the 
language of state records. The 
Negro masses, in contrast, spoke 
creole French, a written form of 
which has developed only in very 
recent years. 

Overpopulation stimulated rev- 
olutions and banditry, leading to 
intervention by the United States 
in 1915. Constructive measures 
for improving health, sanitation, 
education and trade were im- 
posed. Although the occupation 
naturally was resented, it brought 
a peaceful era that saw much of 
the developments of the port- 
capital into a modern city of 125,- 
000 people and the building of 
1,800 miles of improved motor 
mads, i ap Haitien and Gonaives, 
next largest communities after 
Port-au-Prince, number 20,000 
people each, thus emphasizing the 

republic's rural character. 
Elections Resumed in 19'iO 

In 1930 Rational elections were 
resumed, and in 1934 the Marines 
were withdrawn. Uncle Sam con- 
tinued to provide Haiti with fi- 
nancial counsel and bought Hai- 
tian products to maintain essen- 
tial foreign trade. Throughout 
World War II. which Haiti en- 
tiled immediately after the 
Pearl Harbor attack, the repub- 
lic's coffee, bananas, sugar, sisal, 
rubber, corn, rice, beans and rote- 
none helped relieve Allied short- 
ages. 

The average Haitian peasant 
tills his plot of suil in one of the 
three east-west valleys or on 
slopes »»!' the mountain ranges 
that cover two-thirds <>f the laud 
and reach to an 8,790 foot top. He 
reads no papers, hears no radio, 
gets his news at planting and 
harvesting bees where neighbors 
help each other. His wife walk* 
many miles to market, balancing 
a big basket of produce on her 
head. Little cash i> handled in the 



After a careful study of Govern- 
or Tobin's Commission Report, 
advocating a million dollar State 
Department of Commerce, some 
of the speeches made on the tour, 
and the statements in the pre^s 
recently by some of the principal 
signers of that Report, there is 
only one real conclusion: 

"Just Another Bureau" - sired 
by a promise to cure a disease 
that has not yet been diagnosed 
as existing, by means of a remedy 
that has not yet been discovered. " 

An attempt will undoubtedly be 
made now to cut the asked-for 
appropriation to say 1200,000; but 
a million dollar, "imaginary dis- 
ni-'f" cannot be cured by one- 
fifth the pills prescribed. 

The facts are that Massachu- 
setts has not slipped, as a whole 
and that Massacuetts has had - 
for years - a "booster" Commis- 
sion and a Washington Ambassa- 
dor. 

It all looks just too, too Politi- 
cal. Ju-'t a very few facts (that 
•i iv facts I prove Massachusetts 
has more than held its own: 

Massachusetts ranked eighth in 
population in 1840 and eighth in 
1940 - 100 years later. Massachu- 
setts gained about 459,000 in pop- 
latton in the years 1919 to 1939 — 
even though the geograidiic.il cen- 
ter of the nation has steadily gone 
westward.

France's claim to a portion of 
the Valley of Aosta, under con- 
sideration by Allied diplomats 
drafting the Italian peace treaty, 
involves a scenic corner of north- 
western Italy lving in the shadow 
of the loftiest Alps. 

Directly across the border from 
France and Switzerland, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society points 
out, the Valley of Aosta extends 
alonjr the southern approaches to 
Mont Blanc, the 15, 781-foot "mon- 
arch of mountains"; Great St. Ber- 
nard, with its famous hospice and 
rescue dogs; and the rugged Mat- 
terhorn. 

Medieval Castles Prominent 
From the small towns, vineyards 
ami wheat fields along the Dora 
Ratten River are visible the snow- 
piled peaks, glaciers, forests, and 
waterfalls which provide some of 
the most magnifici nt scenery of 
Europe. In normal times the re- 
- 



gion was crowded with visitors 
easrer to indulge in mountain climb- 
ing, skiing, and the thermal 
springs of the valley health resorts 

Atrain^t the backdrop of natural 
grandeur rise turreted castles built 
by feudal lords in the 14th and 1 6th 
centuries. Some were destroyed 
during the recent war, hut others 
are remarkably well preserved, 
and a few are inhabited. 

There are remains, too, of an 
earlier period of the valley's his- 
tory — the period of the Roman Em- 
pire. Roman troops guarding the 
Alpine approaches built roads and 
bridges, portions of which still 
exist. 

French Dialect Spoken 

The town of Aosta, now the 
capital of Aosta Province, wai 
laid out by Auiru<tus Caesar, who 
erected a triumphal afch there. 
The arch has been given a new 
roof but is otherwise intact. Even 
today Aosta is known as the 
"Rome of the Alps." although it 
is renowned as much for its me- 
dieval churches and cloisters as 
for its Roman relics. 

The Valley of Aosta long has 
been an important communication 

route between France and Italy. 
Its people speak a French dialect, 
and in dress and customs have 
much in common with French 
communities across the border. 
After the Allied invasion of Italy 
in 1948, many Aostans emulated 

the French maquia by organizing 

underground forces which har- 
assed German and Italian troops 
quartered in the valley.

Winchester officer to Participate 
in Atonic Bomb Tests 



The 1946 winner of the Brown 
Medal of The Franklin Institute is 
Dr. Karl Terzaghi of 3 Robinson 
circle, consulting engineer, lectur- 
er on Soil Mechanics in the Grad- 
uate School of Engineering. Har- 
vard University, and research con- 
sultant to the University of Illin- 
ois. Dr. Terzaghi will receive the 
reward "in consideration of his 
theoretical and technical knowl- 
edge, initiative, pioneering re- 
search and outstanding leadership 
in the establishment of the Science 
of Soil Mechanics." 

The Frank P. Brown Medal is 
awarded to inventors for discov- 
ies and inventions involving im- 

firovements in the building and al- 
ied industries. It was first pre- 
sented in 1941 to Willis Haviland 
Carrier for achievement in the field 
of heating, ventilation, and air-con- 
ditioning. In 1!>4"> it went to Cil- 
niore David Clarke, Dean of the 
College of Architecture at Cornell 

University, for his leadership in 
the field of city planning 

Karl TerXBghi was born in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia in 1883, Ho 
graduated from the 'Technischc 
Tochschule. Cruz, Austria in 1911. 
He supervised construction of re- 
inforced concrete buildings and 
hydro-cletric developments in Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Croatia, and Rus- 
sia and first came to the United 
States in 1912. 

Fallowing a term as Professor 
of Civil Engineering at Robert 

College, Istanbul, Turkey, he re- 
turned to this country as a con- 
sulting engineer and lecturer at 
the Mass. Institute of Technolo- 
gy. In 1929 he went back to Aus- 
tria to serve as a member of the 
faculty of the Technischc Hoch- 
schule In Vienna. He remained 
there until 1988, but took several 
leaves of absence to act as consul- 
tant in various parts of the world 
— Germany, Sweden, North Rus- 
sia, Caucasus, Turkestan, North 
Africa. France, Italy and the Uni- 
ted States. In 1986 he acted as 
president of the International 
Conference on Foundation- and 
Soil Mechanics, which was part of 
the Tercentenary celebrations at 
Harvard University. 

Dr. Terzaghi has been residing 
permanently in this country since 
1989 and, in addition to his work 
at Harvard, and the University <Jf 
Illinois, he has served as consult- 
ing engineer to the Department of 
Subways and Super-Highways of 
the City of Chicago and to various 
industrial organizations. At pres- 
ent he is engaged in a consulting 
rapacity in various post-war de- 
velopments, including a large irri- 
gation project in the Province of 
Madras. India. He became -i citizen 
of the United States in 1943. 

Dr. Terzaghi'fl studies of Soil 
Mechanics, which are represented 
by many technical papers and sev- 
eral books on the subject, have 
caused him to be referred to as 
"the Father of Soil Mechanics." 

Dr. Terzaghi has received the 
Fit/. Gerald and the Herschel Med- 
als of the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers and has twice been 
awarded the Norman Medal of the 
American Society of Civil Engin- 
eers, lie is a member of both of 
these societies and of the Institute 

of Civil Engineering. 

His studies have covered the en- 
tire tield of soil behavior. He work- 
ed out the theories of settlement 
of structures due to the consolida- 
tion of underlying clay strata and 
the theories of earth pressure on 
the timbering in open cuts, shafts, 
and soft-ground tunnels. lie laid 
the groundwork for the experi- 
mental methods which are used in 
modern soil laboratories. He has 
advocated and practiced extensive- 
ly the procedure of combining 

theoretical and experimental re- 
search with accurate observations 
on full-sized structures. The first 
book which he published on his 
methods and findings established 
soil mechanics as an independent 
branch of the engineering sciences. 
It was followed by numerous pa- 
pers in which he developed the 
application of the theories of soil 
mechanics to the solution of prac- 
tical problems. 

The Brown Medal will be award- 
ed to Dr. Terzaghi by Charles S. 
Redding, President of the Franklin 
Institute, at the annual Medal Day 
ceremonies in Philadelphia, April 
17.

Frank E. ''rawford, manager. 

"This plasma is being made 
available by the American Red 
Cross through the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health which is 
handling its distribution." Mr. 
Crawford said. 

The plasma is being distributed 
to hospitals throughout the state 
as a public service, just as are ser- 
ums and vaccine-. The only charge 
which can be made is a service 
charge for administering the plas- 
ma. 

"Used widely during the war to 
combat severe shock." said Mr. 
Crawford, "plasma saved thous- 
ands of lives of wounded American 
fighting men on the battlefield, and 
was thus responsible for the re- 
ntal kably low mortality rate among 
battle casualties." 

On the civilian front, local phy- 
sicians will find the plasma ex- 
ttemely useful in com'uiting shock 
stiffere-d during accident* and sur- 
gical operations and in ether emer- 
gencies. 

' The recent shipment of blood 
plasma received at the Winchester 
Hospital was obtained from volun- 
tary blood donors enrolled during 
the war by the American Red Cross 
and is available without charge to 
all licensed physicians. 

Private- physicians who wish to 
use plasma may obtain it on re- 
epiest from their local hospital. 

Peacetime enrollment of volun- 
teer blood donors is now being con- 
tinued in Massachusetts communi- 
ties under the Blood Donor Pro- 
gram operated by the Division of 

Biologic Laboratories of the State 

Department of Public Health, co- 
operating with the Red Cross. 

Relea-e of the Army-Navy sur- 
plus plasma will be followed short- 
ly by the distribution of various 
fractions of blood plasma and even- 
tually whole blood.

Rev. Rojjer Makepeace Met Indian 
Leader at Sodrporr 

Rev. Roger E. Makepeace, who 
resitrr.ed his past-orate at the Craw- 
ford Memorial Methodist Church 
to enter the Arrfty Chaplain's 
fVirps and is currently in India 
had a recent interesting meeting 
with the Indian leader, Gandhi, 
at the latter's temporary Ashram 
at Sodepore. Now a captain. Mr. 
Makepeace had hear of Gandhi's 
visit to Calcutta and mutual 
friends made arrangements for 
him to go to his Ashram to see , 
the world personage at close 1 
range and hear his meditations. 

Captain Makepeace was much 
impressed with the cleanliness of 
the buildings where Gandhi is 
stopping and with the vigor and 
earnestness of the Indian youth 
he found surrounding the great 
man. He describes his meeting 
with Gandhi as follows: 

"It was about <iuarter of five 
when we wended our way to 
where Mr. Gandhi ma to come 

for h:s afternoon devotions. Hun- 
dreds of people were already 
there, seated in various sections, 
divided by bamboo fences, the 
women in one, the men in anoth- i 
er, etc... it was estimated there 
were over 8.000 present. 

"A bell chimed and then came 
the familiar figure of that 'little 
Brown Man' . . I recognized him 
immediately. On either side was 
a young girl. Following on the 
•idea and in the rear were some 
30 or 40 Attendants, close friends, 
and those in charge of the Ashram. 
He was cloaked in a white gown 
as usual. 

"The crowd was hushed as he 
began his meditations. In a thin 
soft voice he intoned for a while, 
followed by the choric response of 
a sonir in which the people joined. 
Then he spoke for over 15 minutes | 
in a soft quiet voice to the peo- % 
pie concerning their attitude in 1 
coming there, of the value of 1 
prayer and what it meant to him, | 
and of the need for each one to | 
avail himself of this power. : 

"Then as ijuietly as it had 
started, it had ended and he was 
stepping easily down from the 
platform, gathering his 'shawl' 
around him . . . As he came near 
where we were standing one of 
the men told him there were two 
American chaplains who would 
ike to meet him. He smiled at us 
and we were presented. At my 
name he commented how appro- 
priate it was and asked me how I 
'made peace', I replied with Ahim- 
sa. his practice of non-violence. 
That eaused him to laugh and re- 
peat it." 

Captain Makepeace fell into 
step with Gandhi and walked with 
him, the latter commenting upon 
his name again and telling of 
meeting a man by that name on 
shipboard in l!U4. 

In answer to Captain Make- 
peace's telling him that his folks 
had come out to America from 
England very early Gandhi said 
"I hope they were not on the May- 
flower.' 1 He was evidently pleased 
to know that Captain Makepeace 
knew and had been married by 
Bishop Fisher, whom the Indian 
leader knows and likes. 

Captain Makepeace closed what 
was for him a memorable 16 min- 
utes by telling Gandhi of the in- 
terest America has in him and by 
wi>hing him success in his work. 
As he left Capt. Makepeace the 
Indian folded h i s hands and 
touched his forehead and said 
goodbye. The former Crawford 
pastor was later complimented 
upon the timing of his conversa- 
tion with Gandhi and with what 
he said to him.

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TOWN MEETING OPENED 



(Continued from patft- 1 ) 

The new ".stream-lined" proce- 
dure for consideration of the long 
budgetary article inaugurated tact 
year, was again in effect, all the 
motions ur.der the article being 
read at once and accepted, gales* 
a question was raised, where UBon 
that article was summarily de- 
ferred for special consideration. 

The first of the deferred articles 
was. that dealing with the appro- 
priation for the Collector of Taxes 
Department. Mr. Nichols, the col- 
lector, asked deferment to seek 
the return of his full .-.alary, wnich 
he had not heen getting since he 
reached the age permitting him to 
receive his contributory pension. 

Mr. Nichols explained that when 
he reached the retirement age of 
70 he had voluntarily agreed to 
accept from the town only the dif- 
ference between the amount of his 
pension and his original salary. 

He now feels that in view of 
changed conditions, additional 
taxes and higher living costs he can 
no longer continue this practice 
an/1 he asked the town to raise the 
amount allocated his department 
from the Finance Committee'* fig. 
ures, $8,889.55 to $10,281.55, in- 
cluding $3,300.00 a year salary for 
him. 

Mr. Nichols at some length 
spoke in his own behalf, compar- 
ing the treatment accorded him 
with that given other department- 
al heads and telling of the action 
of other communities faced with 
the same problem. He expressed 
his personal regret at having to 
speak for himself and assured the 
meeting that he was only doing so 
out of necessity and secure what 
seemed to him a fair deal. 

Mr. Kerr voiced the Finance 
Committee's disapproval, stating 
that while they as a committee had 
the highest personal regard for 
Mr. NichoPs ability as a tax col- 
lector, they believed to grant his 
request wndd establish a danger- 
ous precedent, and would be unfair 
to those appointive town servants 
who are forced bv law to retire at 
the age bl 70. 

Mr. Tansey supported this con- 
tention. 

Mr. Oleason, Senator Richardson, 
Mr. Pihl and ('apt. Chadwick spoke 
in favor of paying Mr. Nichols 
the salary com mens urate with the 
office he holds, irrespective of any 
pension he may be receiving, 

The vote was close. Mr. Worthen 
doubted what seemed an easy voice 
vote in Mr. Nichols favor, and call- 
ed for a polled vote on the Fi- 
nance Committee's amendment to 
his motion, lowering the appropri- 
ation he asked to the figures orig- 
inally appearing in the warrant. 
The poll vote stood !>5 to 81 for 
paying the collector the $'i,:!00 
salary plus his pension. 

There was no debate over the 

Selectmen's proposal to give the 

members of the Police Department 
a day off in six. Mr. Bonnet] speak- 
ing for the motion and explaining 
that it is common practice in com- 
munities comparable to Winchester. 
The Selectmen, however. Opposed 



granting the Firemen a 70 hour 
week, because of the necessity for 
adding four men to the departmert 
in order to make these hours pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Sneers, former Selectman, 
spoke for the shorter hours, ex- 
plaining with refreshing frankness 
that he was appearing as counsel 
for the Firemen, without compen- 
sation because he believed in their 
cause. 

He spoke at some length of the 
arduous hours the men have work- 
ed, and are still working, of the 
long 24 hour day which a!! rai-t 
work, when it is impossible to leave 
the station even for meals, and read 
a iong list of communities in which 
the Firemen now work the 70 hour 
week. 

Mr. Speers believed that two ex- 
tra men can make the 70 hour week 
workable and told something of the 
difficulty the town is experiencing 
in getting desirable men for the 
Fire Department because of the 
long hours. 

Mr. Bonnell differed from his 
reasoning in some of its details, 
but did not voice too strong op- 
position, in general believing the 
present hours are no particular 
hardship and are nothing which 
needs an immediate change. 

Mr. Fams worth seemed to fav- 
or the shorter hours and Mr. Cul- 
len strongly championed the fire- 
men's cause. 

The meeting voted to accept the 
law permitting the 70 hour week 
by a voice vote this action rais- 
ing the appropriation under the 
article from $70,286.00 to $K<;,- 
<;i»;.oo. Actually the amount to 
be raised by taxation is less than 
originally asked since of the new 
figure $18,000 is to be met by a 
transfer from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Fund. 

That ended the debate for the 

' meeting, which however upped 
the Highways and Bridges ap- 
propriation from $10f>„'{72.7'2 to 
1118,872.72, to include a traffic 
circle at Washington street and 
the Parkway and the widening of 
Washington street from the cir- 

! cle to Main street. The Snow and 
Ice Appropriation was also raised 
from $40,000.00 to $46,000.00, 
with $10,000.00 coming from Kx- 
cess and Deficiency, There was 
no objection, theutrh Mr. Guild 
hoped the additional $5,000.00 
was for bigger snow-plows. 

Under the Department of Pub- 
lic Health budget Mr. Kneeland 
championed a motion transferring 
the collection of garbage from 



the Board of Health's supervision 
to that of the Highway Depart- 
ment. Mr. Hewis was the sole dis- 
senter. The $20,500.00 appropri- 
ation was cushioned a bit by a 
transfer of $6,000 from E and D. 

Mr. Borden explained the items 
entering into the greatly increased 
school budget, but no one asked 
him to or seemed particularly 
concerned. 

The meeting adjourned upon the 
usual motion by Mr. Rowe.

The colli and foggy Kuril Is- 
lan Is and near-by Karafuto, which 
Secretary of State Byrnes dis- 
closed were promised to Russia at 
the Yalta conference, were bleak 
northern outposts of the Japanese 
Empire, 

Despite their inhospitable na- 
ture, the National Geographic So- 
ciety points out, these thinly pop- 
ulated mountainous stretches add- 
ed to Japan's food and fuel sup- 
plies during both peace and war. 

In the Kurils, a mist -enshroud- 
ed chain of volcanic peaks, Japan- 
ese fi.^hei men processed the (juan- 
tities of salmon, cod, and crab 
which they caught in the surround- 
ing waters. Per spare time work 
they hunted grizzly bears, sables, 
and foxes. 

Japanese Obtained Russian Oil 

From Karafuto, the Japanese 
name for the southern part of the 
long, narrow island of Sakhalin, 
lumber and wood pulp were ob- 
tained. Fishing also was a major 
enterprise, and coal was mined in 
the highlands. In addition, the Ja- 
panese hold concessions for oil from 
the extensive fields in the north- 
ern/ part of the island, which al- 
ready was Russian territory. 

The location of these possessions 
too, was important to the Japanese. 

became thereby they were able to 

share with the Russians control of 
the Sea of Okhotsk. The Kurils 
stretch across the frigid 'Pacific, 
from Hokkaido, northernmost of" 
the Japanese home islands, to the 
tip of Siberia's Kamchatka Penin- 
sula. They bar the entrance to the 
Sea of Okhot.sk. which is formed by 
a huge indentation in the Siberian 
coast west of Kamchatka. 

Directly north of Hokkaido, the 
island of Sakhalin hugs the Siber- 
ian coast and is part of the western 
boundary of the Sea of Okhotsk. 
Transfer of Karafuto and the Ku- 
rils means that aside from the 
northern coast of Hokkaido, the 
Sea is encircled by Russian terri- 
tory.

from the middle of September to 
June, and then heavy fog sets in. 

After the Jupanese tooK posses- 
sion of the Kurils in 1875, they 
segregated on one island the na- 
tive Ainus. whs have strong 
Caucasian characteristics. Aside 
from fishermen, however, few Ja- 
panese had moved to the region 
until military bases were manned 
during the war. American ships 
and bombers repeatedly attacked 
the islands because of their mili- 
tary installations.

It was also pointed out that the

A meeting of the Winchester 
Better Horn-, s Garden Club was 
held on Wednesday. March 80th at 
the public library, Mrs. Austin 
Bunker, presiding. It was reported 
that 230 tickets to the Flower 
Show were sold by club members. 
Mrs. Bunker spoke in appreciation 
of Winchester's, representation at 
the Flower show, an arrangement 
of red and green leaves by Mr-. 
Virgil Ghirardini. The speaker of 
the aftenoon was Mr. George 
Craves, associate editor of Horn- 
culture Magazine, who talked 
about Garden Mi -takes. He spoke 
humorously of the Good House- 
keeper, who, he says does not make 
a good gardener. The Good House- 
keeper's instinct is to rake u» and 
burn garden refuse, which, ac- 
cording to latest findings is poor 
garden practice. Instead of gath- 
ering up all the dead leaves, says 
Mr. Graves, rake some under the 
shrubs where they will rot and 
nourish the shrub bed. This is na- 
ture's way of feeding wild trees 
and plants. Grass clippings, which 
are rich in nitrogen shoud be left 
on the lawn. 

Improper pruning is another 
garden mistake. The popular 
method is to give a shrub a hair 
cut. The shrub emerges a hideous 
ball-shaped object, horn of its 
graceful arching branches. The 
proper way is to prune at ground 
level, cutting out one third of the 
oldest wood. Most hedges are 
pruned wide at the top, and so 
thin at the bottom that a dt>R can 
run through. Instead they should be 
thick at ground level, sloping up to 
a narrow top.

Resumption of the manufacture 
of the so-called "Dresden" ware at 
the famed Meissen works 16* miles 
northwest of the city of Dresden. 
Germany, is a reminder that the 
porcelain industry had its birth 
centuries ago in China. 

As early as the third century of 
the Christian era, notes the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Chinese 
potters were making the distinc- 
tive product that became known to 
the world as "china" or porcelain. 
This ware is distinguished by its 
quality of transmitting light, its 
flawless whiteness, its hardness, 
and the characteristic sound it 
emits when struck. 
Italians Among First t'op>i>ts 
China's potters had found a re- 
markably pure white clay which 
they called kao-ling. from the high 
hill where it was tirst discovered. 
This clay, now known as kaolin, 
they used with powdered quartz 
and feldspar to make the hard 
paste from which they shaped tiles, 
dishes and ornamental objects. 

How or when this ware first 
made its way to Europe is not 
clear. One explanation is that spe- 
cimens were transported by re- 
turning missionaries Another ver- 
sion is that it entered through 
trade channels. Certainly it was 
known in Italy in the 15th century, 
and Italian potters then were try- 
ing to copy it. Because of its high 
translucence they were led into 
the error of thinking that it was a 
kind of glass. They experimented 
at Venice, at Florence, and at Pi- 
sa. They succeeded in creating 
earthenwares with a white enamel 
or slip covering, but they did not 
achieve true porcelain. 

French potters working on the 
riddle of the ingredients of China 
ware, in the early 17th century, 
were able at St. Cloud and Rouen 
to compound a soft paste from 
which they produced artilicial por- 
celain. It contained a glassy in- 
gredient * to assure a high glaze, 
and this method of attempting to 
nii'tch the Chinese product was 
typical of French procedure for 

nearly a century. Similar ( 1- 

positions were developed in the 
18th century in England and 
Spain. 

The key to che secret was 
found by Germans in 1709, They 
teamed how to make a tine, hard 
paste porcelain from silicates of 
aluminum. Production began at 
Meissen in 1710, and the city soon 
became the porcelain capital of 
Europe and the seat of manufac- 
ture of the so-called Dresden 
china. Clay comparable to the 
Chinese variety was discovered 
in Saxony; near Limoges, in 
France; and in Cornwall, Eng- 
land and these discoveries fur- 
thered the manufacture of true, 
hard-paste porcelain. 

Competitors Adapted Designs 
True hard paste porcelain was 
made at Sevres, France, in 1769 
in the royal factory which had 
been moved from Vinccnnes. This 
center continued in the main to 
turn out artificial porcelain in 
tasteful and delicate designs until 



the beginning of the 19th centu- 
ry- 

Meissen's fame subjected its 
factory to raids on its workers 
by competitors, and to widespread 
adaptation of its designs. Kings 
and princes vied with one another 
i.'i fostering the nroduction of 
beautifully modeled porcelain 
ware. Meissen experts provided 
the "know how'' for new factories 
in Berlin and Vienna. 

By the late 18th century the 
manufacture of porcelain, true and 
artificial, was fairly well distri- 
buted over Europe, At Zurich the 
Swiss were producing porcelain in 
the French manner. The Italian 
works at Capo di Monte near Na- 
ples were n cognized for then- 



wares decorated with figures in 
relief. Spanish potters in Madrid 
were specializing in pieces with 
figure modeling. Denmark had fac- 
tories in Copenhagen turning out. 
hard paste and soft paste goods. 
Stockholm was Sweden's center. 
Russian factories at St. Peters- 
burg (now Leningrad) and near 
Moscow fashioned German-style 
porcelain.

Shortly after the town meeting 
had voted them a reduction in 
weekly working hours from 84 to 
70, the members of the Fire De- 
partment worked their hardest 
week-end of the budding spring 
season. 

The men answered 13 alarms on 
F riday, eleven being for grass and 
brush fires scattered about town. 

Box 61 came in at 5:05 Friday 
afternoon for a fire at the old Jos- 
hua Coit estate on Hillside avenue, 
where a rubbish fire at the rear of 
the house finally set fire to the 
dwelling. The damage was not ex- 
tensive, though some of the tim- 
bers were scorched and some 
shingle-; were burned and had to 
be ripped off. Box 542 at 7:40 
Friday evening was for a fire at 
the town's well field off Ardley 
road on the west side. This was 
the making of a bad fire, and a 
number of the evergreens which 
were set out by the Water Dent, 
and which had survived previous 
liies there, were burned. 

Although there were not as 
many fires, Saturday, those the 
men did have required a lot of 
work. The day opened with a 
good stiff grass and brush fire 
on the hill off High street, headed 
toward the standpipe. Box 142 
was -minded for this fire at 11 a. 
m. Five minutes after this ala.rm 
Pox 1 Hi came in for a grass fire 
off Hutchinson road near the 

Country Club, 

Box 66 at 3:18 was for a woods 
fire that burned over about four 
acres at the top of the hill off 
Emerson road and Wildwood 
street. The men had a busy hour- 
and-a-half with this fire, and at 
4:(l« Box 56 came in for a fire at 
the Winchester Conservatories, 
owned by Mr. Robert W. Arm- 
strong. 

This fire originated in a stor- 
age and work shed from which 
extend two newly built green- 
houses. One of the greenhouses 
caught fire from the blaze in the 
shed, which was a hot fire. About 
15 feet or so of the greenhouse 
was burned and both houses were 
filled with smoke. Since both 
w re filled with flowers it is a 
question how much damage actu- 
ally was done. Many of the flow- 
ers very probably were destroyed. 
The shed was pretty well gutted. 

While the department was out 
during the afternoon a Medford 
Engine Company covered in at 
the Central Station. Arlington 
notified the local Department in 
the morning, it would be unable 
to help since it then had two com- 
panies fighting fires in Lexing- 
ton. 

Sunday's first alarm came at 
*:45 a. m. for a dump fire at the 
lower end of Summer and Winter 
streets. The men put in nearly 
two hours at this fire, and at 
12:23 Woburn Box 45 1 came in 
for burning lumber and a gar- 
age on Lake avenue over the town 
line. 

At 1:19 Sunday afternoon the 
men were again called to Woburn 
to put out a grass fire at 169 
Washington street. At 1:25 the 
first of two alarms from Woburn 
Box 522 came in, for a grass fire 
on Buckmat) street. The second 
alarm was for a grass fire on 
filing Ct. in the South end of 
W oburn at 1 :28. 

Box 34 came in at 1:26 for 
burning grass and bush off Hoi. 
ton street in Winchester and at 2 
O'clock Sunday afternoon there 
was a hot fire in the rear of the 
heme of Mr. James J. McGovern, 
48 Everett avenue. 

Fiiv Headquarters was notified 

of this fire by phone and an en- 
gine company was dispatched to 
the .scene under Lt. David J. Mes- 
kell. Upon arrival Lt. Meskell 
sent in a call for more help. Box 
•>7.i being put on at the station. 

Starting with trrass and brush 
the flames set fire to a shed, a 
doghouse as well as some big 
trees near the Lake. The dog- 
house and boat-house were pretty 
well burned and some damaire was 
done the shed. The trees were 
burning up through the middle 
and in danger of falling. 

This fire, which gave the men 
another good workout, ended the 
calls for the week-end. Reading 
called for help during the middle 
ol the day but Chief Gorman was 
unable to send any one of his 
crews beinc all out.

The 
purpose of this Institute is to as- 
sist Committees in setting tip 
plans to bring to their people the 
latest information in regard to 
this disease and how everyone can 
help in its control.

Belmont, Watertown, 
Somerville, Brookline, W^ellesley, 

and Cambridge are planning to 
attend this important meeting. 

It has been estimated that of 
the 175,001) Americans who will 
die of cancer this year, 60,000 
people could be saved by spread- 
ing knowledge regarding the ear- 
ly signs and symptoms of the dis- 
ease and urging people to consult 
their doctor early for examination 
and treatment, if necessary Com- 
mittee members realize that more 
than twice as many Americans 
died of cancer as were killed and 
listed missing during World War 
II and that action must be taken 
to bring down this needless toll of 
life. 

The Committees are interested 
in mobilising all community re- 
sources in onier to channel to jv- 
ery citizen this very vital informa- 
tion. At the Cancer Control Insti- 
tute in Cambridge they will re- 
ceive the assistance of experts in 
planning their local programs. The 
medical aspects of the disease; the 
Cancer Control Program in Mass- 
achusetts; Organizing a Commit- 
tee; available pamphlets, posters, 
and movies; Community Resources;

REP. ROGERS POINTS TO 
NEED OF SECRETARIAT 

Disclosure of how President 
Roosevelt polled the cabinet one 
month before Pear! Harbor and 
other instances of unrecorded cab- 
inet sessions points to the need of 
a secretariat of the United States. 
Representative Kdith Nourse Rog- 
ers, Republican of Lowell said to- 
day. 

The fifth district Congressman, 
who is a high ranking member of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, is 
preparing legislation which would 
set up a secretariat for this na- 
tion. Main purpose of the secreta- 
riat is to have complete charge of 
officially recording sessions of the 
cabinet, and to keep records of our 
foreign agreements. 

"We have just concluded a war 
in which many unrecorded events 
of vital importance took place," 
commented Congressman Rogers. 

"While I do not maintain that 
the transactions of secret conf » r- 
ences should all be made public. I 
do wish to point out the need of 
permanent transcripts. ' she said. 

Congressman Rogers said she 
will call upon Congress to wake 
up to the fact that a tremendous 
volume of information is not on 
record in any branch of our gov- 
ernment. 

"Take for example, the poll of 
the cabinet conducted by President 
Roosevelt one month before Pearl 
Harbor on the question of whether 
the people would back us up in 
Case we struck at Japan," Con- 
gressman Rogers said, addinur: 

"We definitely should have in 
the records the exact conversa- 
tions which took place at thiss all 
important cabinet meeting. As it 
turned out, evidentally the only 
record of that meeting is con- 
tained in the diarv of former Sec- 
retary of War Henry L. Stimson. 

"I can cite many instances of 
other meetings of national and in- 
ternational character where noth- 
ing remains now to officially relate 
what transpired. One of the most 
vital is the Yalta agreement. As 
far as I have been able to deter- 
mine, there is no record of the Yal- 
ta agreement other than the in- 
formation contained in papers 
kept bv the late President Roose- 
velt." 

Congressman Rogers indicated 
that such a measure to be proposed 
by her which would establish a 
secretariat diould definitely be of 
bi-partisan nature. 

During the past few days she 
has Sounded out the opinions of va- 
rious government leaders and re- 
ported that many are in favor of 
establishing a secretariat.
